IS NOW ON STABLE BASIS: 
PAYS REPARATIONS EASILY 


BURDEN HELD NOT UNEARI 


National Debt Less Than 
$2,000,000,000, Says 
Agent General.

Finds No Reason Why Berlin 
Cannot Balance It—Sees Debt 
Fixing as Next Step. 


EUROPE’S EYES ON US NOW 


Gilbert, Due Here Tomorrow, 
Expected to Inquire What We 
Can Do in Reparation Loan..

PARIS, Jan. 1.—The annual report 
of S. Parker Gilbert, the Agent Gen- 
eral for Reparations Payments, 
made public today, almost on the eve 
of his arrival at New York Thursday, 
will give the Germans no basis to 
argue for a large reduction in annual 
reparations payments. 

Mr. Gilbert finds that the Reich 
has paid the Dawes annuities with- 
out difficulty. He makes it plain 
that the burden now laid on Ger- 
many is not unreasonable compared 
with the burden other nations sup- 
port in liquidating the cost of the 
war. 


The picture Mr. Gilbert: Lecter of | : 


the innate. stability of Germany’s 
position is striking in its emphasis, 
and without doubt will lend great 
weight in the conversations he may 
have in New York relative to the 
European plans for a final settle- 
ment of the international indebted- 
ness left by the World War. 


Reich’s National Debt. 


Should it be sought to convert the 
, political reparations debt of Ger- 
many into a commercial debt, the 
Agent General’s report tells how 
Germany can bear the burden. The 
report shows that the Reich has a 
national debt of less than $2,000,- 
000,000, thus indicating Germany’s 
ability to subscribe largely herself to 
a@ great German loan of liberation. 

At the end of the report Mr. Gilbert 
findS that the Dawes plan has 
worked well, not only in supplying 
payments to the Allies, but in put-/n 


ting the Reich on a stable basis, and 
he calls attention to the decision of 
the interested governments now to 
undertake a final and definite set- | ¥ 
tlament of reparations. 

“Germany has made all the ,pay- 
ments provided in the plan,’’ he 
writes, ‘‘and she has made them loy- 
ally and punctually.’’ 
- Of 1,751,000,000 marks paid by Gee: 
many in the year ended last Sep- 
tember, 54 per cent was transferred 
into foreign monies without affect- 
fing the value of the mark, and 46 

per cent was paid in kind without 
Fifficulty. Revenues pledged to 
guarantee reparations payments left 
a large margin. The German rail- 
roads, which are the most important 
gauge, Mr. Gilbert finds to be in ex- 
ent physical and financial ‘condi- | P 


‘After criticizing the German Gov- 
ernment for failure to stabilize its 
budget completely, Mr. Gilbert says 
this can be done without strain or 
trouble. 

“Theré can. be no_ reasonable 
doubt,” he writes, ‘‘of the capacity 
of the German budget to pay its part 
of the normal contribution laid down 
by the plan.” 

Mr. Gilbert reports that the reichs- 
mark is entirely stable and that the 
gold reserve of the Reichsbank is 
at its highest level. If Germany 
has not yet reconstituted the values 
lost in the war, neither have the 
other European countries involved 
in the conflict, and Germany’s re- 
construction has moved along in step 
with the rest of Europe’s. 

Mr. Gilbert then pictures the work 
of the new committee of experts as 
that of ‘bringing to its by erg con- 
elusion the work of the ‘<irst com- 
mittee of experts.’’ Naturally, he 
refrains from discussing in detail 
the task to be laid by the six gov- 
ernments on the new committee. 


Watch Gilbert’s Visit Here. 


Following publication of this re- 
port in which he holds up Germany 
as perfectly able to pay the Dawes 
plan annuities of 2,500,000,000 marks 
{about $600,000,000), the European

Contest Backer Wants Congress 
to Learn Why Prohibition 


Law Is Not Enforced. 
QUOTES HOOVER’S STAND 


Agrees That ‘Abuses Must Be 
Remedied’—Appropriation to 
Subpoena ‘Hundreds’ Asked. 


In a statement sent out yesterday 
W. C. Durant, who sponsored the 
recent prize contest on the subject 
of enforcing the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment—which contest was won by 
Major Chester P. Mills—suggested 
that Congress might try to find out 
why that amendment is not being 
enforced. 

Mr. Durant recalled that Herbert 
Hoover, in his acceptance speech, 
had said that certain ‘“‘abuses must 
be remedied’”’ and that ,“‘an organ- 
ized, searching investigation of fact 
and causes can alone determine the 
wise method .of correcting them.” 
Continuing, Mr. Durant said: 

‘In line with Mr. Hoover’s decla- 
ration, why not a Congressional 
committee to discover and inform 
the country and Mr. Hoover as to 
why the Highteenth Amendment has 

been satisfactorily enforced?

IDR. OSBORN REBUKES 
BARNES FOR URGING 
NEW CONCEPT OF GOD 


Declares Religious Address Had 
No Place on Program of 
. Scientific Meeting. 


CALLS SUBJECTS DISTINCT 


Says He Would Have Protested 
at ‘Intrusion’ of Philosophical 
or Metaphysical Topic. 


SPACE FOUND TRANSPARENT 


Dr. Shapley Announces. Discovery 
Which May Enable Distances Be- 
tween Galaxies to Be Measured. 


Dr. Henry Fairfield Osborn, presi- 
dent of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science, repudi- 
ated last night the contribution made 
to the convention last week by Pro- 
fessor Harry Elmer Barnes, Smith 
College sociologist, who declared that 
the concept of God would have to be 
re-defined in the light of discoveries 
in astrophysical science. 

Dr. Osborn referred to a ‘“‘sensa- 
tional speaker who spoke on a non- 
scientific subject’’ in his brief speech 
at the American Museum of Natural 
History where Dr. Harlow Shapley, 
director of the Harvard College Ob- 
servatory, announced for the first 
time that he and his associates had 
proved that intergalactic space was 


transparent. and thereby no obsta- 


cles appeared in the way of scientists 
who may attempt to penetrate into 
the outer universes and measure their 
spaces. 

In his brief reference to Dr. Barnes 
before the lecture began,’Dr. Osborn 
referred to the inclemency of the 
weather and was reminded of the 
negro preacher who “‘thanked the 
Lord that thou art with’ us’ aT 
despite the weather.” 


Administers Sharp Rebuke. 


Upon the conclusion of the lecture 
Dr. Osborn elaborated: his reference 
in a statement to reporters. 

“This is a scientific meeting and 
covers the whole ‘realm of what can 
be estimated ‘by its scientific mem- 
bership,” he said. ‘‘It has to do 
with weighing, measuring and ana- 
lyzing the universe and covers the 
whole realm of what can be esti- 
mated and understood and it stops 
there. 

“Mr. Barnes took an unwarranted 
liberty in intruding a metaphysical, 
philosophical and religious subject. 
It was an unwarranted intrusion. 
He took advantage of this great solid 
platform of the American Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Science 
to give expression to his own opin- 
ions on a subject totally unrelated 
to the subjects under discussion. 

*‘Without expressing my personal 
view whether he was right or wrong 
in his statement, I desire to say that 
he was entirely wrong to take the 
platform of this scientific organiza- 
tion and to put out his views, and 
so give the impression. that his _ pri- 
vate opinion came with more or less 
force because it came from this 
gathering. 


Says Barnes Svoke for Himself. 


“As president of the association I 
desire to protest arid I desire to have 
the public understand that Mr. 
Barnes’s views do not reflect the pro- 
gram of our own proceedings. They 
were calculated to give a wrong im- 
pression, If there had been a group 
on philosophy, religion or metaphys- 
ics to take up these subjects it would 
have been appropriate for him to 
present his views before that group. 

‘“‘We were very desirous of request- 
ing the clergy to relieve the public 
mind concerning the possibility of 
any antagonism between science and 
religion. There is none and there 
can be none. Some of the greatest 
men of science have been very reli-

ACTOR DIES IN FALL 
AT FIREHOUSE PARTY 


Fatal Injuries to Norman St. C. 
Hales Laid to Slide Down 
Brass Pole Inside. 


CELEBRATION IS DENIED 


But: Heads of Department Are 
Investigating — Victim a 
Friend of Lieutenant. 


Norman St. Clair Hales, an actor 
of 25 West End Avenue, Freeport, 
L. I., was found dead of internal 
injuries soon after 3 o’clock yes- 
terday, morning in front of 219 West 
Fifty-eighth Street. His death, accord- 
ing to detectives of the West Forty- 
seventh Street station., was due to 
injuries received in descending the 
brass pole at the firehouse of Engine 
Company 23, 215 West Fifty-eighth | 0 
Street. 

Fire Department officials denied 
that any New Year’s celebration had 
taken place in the firehouse and 
declined to discuss reports that three 
women had been present at a 
“party” on an upper floor of the 
building. 

Hales, according to the police, was 
a friend of Fire Lieutenant T. 
Joseph Connelly of Engine Company 
23. They said Connolly had known 
Hale for many years. 

Patrolman Finds Body. 

Hales’s body was found by Patrol- 
man William Davis of the West 
Forty-seventh Street station. Davis 
summoned Detectives John Walsh 


‘and Bertram Maskiel of the same 


station, who traced blood stains to 
the firehouse. 

An investigation was started by 
Acting Battalion Chief John J. Flood 
of the First Division, Deputy Chief 
Thomas - Dougherty and Assistant 
District Attorney Robert Burns. 
Members of the fire company were 
held in their quarters during the 
inquiry. Mr. Flood declared later 
that the death was “‘accidental’’ and 
referred inquiries to Deputy Chief 
Joseph O’Hanlon. Mr. O’Hanlon 
said that ‘‘no report has been turned 
in.’? Mr. Flood denied that Hales or 
any of the firemen had been under 
the influence of liquor. 

“If there was any one in the fire- 
house,’’ said Mr. Flood, “‘it was just 
to wish members of the company a 
happy New Year and there is nothing 
very reprehensible in that. Our in- 


vestigation has shown that the death 
was absolutely an accident.”’ 


Rules Bar Night Callers. 


It was admitted, however, by Mr. 
O’Hanlon that Fire Department reg- 
ulations forbade visitors after 9 


o’clock at night. He indicated that 
Lieutenant onnelly had violated 
regulations in receiving visitors after 
that hour. was reported that 
Connelly had .been about to receive 
an appointment as Captain. Captain 
William F. Bowen, in command o: 
the engine com y, declined to an- 
swer any questions and referred all 
inquiries to his superiors.

The crowd attending the ceremony 
represented all sections of this State, 
with a sprinkling of Democrats from 
other commonwealths, and all walks 
of life.

It was a thor- 
oughly representative audience. The 
prospective Senate and Assembly, 
both controlled by the Republicans 
were supposed to be present in a 
body and it is probable that at least 
a hundred Republican lawmakers 
were there to receive the new Gov- 
ernor’s peace offer and to listen to 
the implied threat of a reckoning 
for those falling short in their duty 
to the people who elected them.

dence when the incoming and the 
outgoing chief executives made their 
appearance on the rostrum in the 
Assembly Chamber. The large audi- 
ence arose to greet them and ap- 
plauded for a minute or more. 


The ceremony opened with prayer 
by the Right Rev. Richard H. Nel- 
son, Protestant Episcopal Bishop of 
the Albany Diocese. He called upon 
Heaven for wisdom and guidance for 
the incoming Chief Executive and 
for a blessing on the outgoing one, 
who, his labors at. the Capitol at an 
end, was-_retiring into private life. 

Secretary of State Moses, who was 
the master’ of ceremonies, then 
called upon ex-Governor Smith, who, 
amid renewed applause, stepped for- 
ward to turn his. office over to his 
successor. 

Recalling that it was 
twenty-five years to the day since he 
had first taken his oath of office as 
a member of the Assembly in the 
chamber where the exercises were 
being held, he reviewed some of the 
progress he had witnessed in the 
affairs of the. State since. then, 
dwelling we on the owth and 
expansion of the activities of the 
State government. 


Governor Smith’s Address. 


“Directly north of this building 
there is in course of construction a 
thirty-five-story building,’’ said Govy- 
ernor Smith. ‘‘When I was sworn 
in as a member of the Assembly 
twenty-five years ago, every activity 
of this State, with the exception of 
the small office of the Banking De- 
partment, and the building in use by 
the Court of Appeals for the Con- 
troller, every office was housed in 
this. building, even including the 
Court of Appeals. 

**So at, the end of just a quarter ofa 
century, which in the life of the State 
is very short, the necessity arose not 
only for this great building’ in ‘the 
rear, but in that time the Education 
Building was constructed; another 
large’ one covering a_ full square 
block in the civic centre of the city 
of New York and another covering 
a square block in the City of Buffalo 
are required for the ordinary every- 
Po aa ener agers of the business of the 

ate. 


Rise in Government Costs. 


“The appropriation bill for the 
cost of operating and maintaining 
all these great departments tells the 


story in figures. About $30,000,000 
was required for every activity of 
the State twenty-five years ago. In 
the coming fiscal year it will require 
upward of $250,000,000. 

“The great and overshadowing 
portion of the increase in the cost 
of government is in governmental 
activities. For instance, twenty-five 
years ago we appropriated $1,500,000 
for the construction of State high- 
ways. Next year it will reach a 
figure close to $48,000,000. Twenty- 
five years ago the. total appropria- 
tion for the support of common 
schools contributed to the localities 
of the State was a few million dol- 
lars. Next year it will be about 
$82,000,000. 

*‘So all these facts and figures in- 
dicate this great growth in the com- 
paratively. short period of twenty- 
five years. Take the care of the 
insane. They cost only $4,000,000 
twenty-five years ago and will cost 
$24,000,000 next year just for the 
maintenance and operation, without 
speaking about construction at all. 

‘In the last five years we have ef- 
fected a very radical change in the 
structure of the government itself b 
constitutional law. The rapid gr 
of the State and the spreading out of 
her activities in so many lines of en- 
deavor made necessary constitutional 
reor ization. for the fixation: of 
greater responsibility upon the Gov- 
ernor, and it gave him a chance tu 
set up something we never had, a 
Cabinet, made up of the heads of the 
various departments,'so -they can: sit 
around the table with the Governon 
and talk about the conditions of: the 


State.”’

“T am turning the government over

There was more applause. The 
next thought of the outgoing Gover- 
nor was for his Albany neighbors. 
Governor Smith said he had come 
to look upon himself as a resident 
of Albany. He had been an Alba- 
nian for eight. solid years, he said, 
and probably knew as many people 
in this city as any man living there. 
The crowd laughed a little at this 
and the former Governor joined in 
the mirth. 

“T want to say to them that while 
I feel happy to lay down the heavy 
duties of the Governorship which I 
have carried over so long a period, 
the one dark cloud on the horizon 
of happiness is the fact that I have 
to go away from Albany. But I 
will be back. I will come up as 
often as I can because I feel I will 
always be alive in the hearts and 
affections of the people of Albany, 
who have demonstrated that so often 
to me that I make the statement 
without fear of contradiction.”’ 

There was prolonged applause at 
this, The ex-Governor was in fine 
form and he “‘got’’ his audience be- 
fore he had spoken a minute. In the 
midst of the acclaim he turned to his 
successor and deep earnestness came 
into his voice as he gripped thé hand 
of the incoming Governor. 


Personal Word to Successor. 


“A personal word,’ he = said. 
“Frank, I congratulate you. I hope 
you will be ‘able to devote that intelli- 


gent mind of yours to the problems 
of this State.’ { 

There was mighty applause. His 
glance shifted to Mrs. James Roose- 
velt, mother of the new Governor, 
who occupied a front seat on the 
rostrum close to where her son was 
standing. 

“T congratulate ‘the mother,”’ the 
ex-Governor said. “It is a great day 
for her. I remember my mother. My 
mother was on the platform with me 
for two inaugurations. I know how 


re enjoyed it and how she felt about 


Turning again to Governor Roose- 
velt he wished health and happiness 
at the Executive Mansion for the 
new Governor, Mrs. Roosevelt and 
the delightful family of children. 

“I left as many animals as I 
could,’’ he added, beaming on the 
generation of Roosevelts that are 
growing and all of whom were seated 
on the platform. The reference to 
his private zoo brought laughter. 

“T hope you will all enjoy Albany 
and when your time comes to go 
back to Hyde Park and New York 
you will carry away with you the 
same measure of affection and feel- 
ing that I have from the people of 
Albany.”’ ; 

Roosevelt Again Takes Oath. 

At the end of Governor Smith’s 
valedictory, the crowd applauded as 
if set for an encore, -vhich did not 
come. 

Secretary of State Moses came for- 
ward and administered anew the oath 


of office to Governor Roosevelt. 

It was 12:40 o’clock when seven- 
teen guns from a battery in Capitol 
Park heralded the fact that a new 
Governor had been installed in of- 
fice. Amid the Booming of the guns 
Governor Roosevelt raised his right 
hand, while his left held a Bible that 
had been in the possession of the 
Roosevelt family for 200 years, and 
took his oath of office for the second 
time, the oath yesterday having 
been administered in private.

Senators Voice Resentment. 


The members of the Senate were 

ushered up on the rostrum by the 
sergeant-at-arms. They were not, 
however, permitted to remain there, 
for the space was reserved for other 
delegations, Democratic politicians 
and distinguished visitors. According 
to Republican members of the Upper 
House, they were treated with scant 
courtesy and swiftly invited to retire 
from the Assembly Chamber through 
a@ rear entrance opening upon e 
rostrum. 
It was said to be the first time that 
a State Senate had not been made 
welcome at an inaugural and some 
of the members felt pretty badly 
about it, especially as they had been 
informed when requests were made 
for tickets for members of their fam- 
ilies that those could be obtained 
only from the secretary of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee. 

The crippled condition of the new 
Governor made it impossible for 
him to proceed to his place on the 
rostrum by coming down the aisle 
of the Assembly chamber. A system 
of ramps had. been constructed to 
enable him to reach the platform in 
his wheel chair. He then made his 
way to the front, leaning on a cane 
and supported'on the other side by 
his eldest son, James, who is a stu- 
dent at Harvard. 

After the inaugural ceremony some 
of the visitors were entertained at 
luncheon at the Executive Mansion 
by the new Governor and Mrs. 
Roosevelt prior to their general 
New Year’s reception at the man- 
sion, a regular feature of all inaug- 
urations. 


PARADE IN SNOWSTORM. 


Military Units Reviewed by Smith 
and Roosevelt Families. 
Special to The New York Times. 


ALBANY, Jan. 1.—Against the 
background of a snowstorm that 
whitened the city, about 3,000 mem- 
bers of the military forces of the 
State paraded through the streets of 
Albany this morning to provide a pre- 
lude to the formal inauguration cere- 
monies, 

It was estimated that more than 
10,000 persons viewed the marchers 
as they wound through the streets 
and were reviewed in front of the 
executive mansion. b Alfred E. 
Smith, the retiring vernor, and 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, his successor. 

The parade started just before 11 
o’clock at the Tenth ‘Regiment 
Armory. Colonel Charles A. alsh, 
regimental commander, was_ the 

rand marshal. Among the units in 
fine were the Tenth Infantry, the 
Fifty-third Batallion, a detachment 
of the 102d Medical Regiment, tke 
151ist Machinge Gun Squadron, sev- 
eral companies of marines and Troop.

Also in line were neighbors of Mr.

WATER POWER FIGHT LOOMS, 


Governor Roosevelt Is Expected to 
Press the Issue.

ALBANY, Jan. 1.—In the light of 
what Governor Roosevelt said on the 
subject on water power in his ad- 
dress today and the fact that 
he did not reserve discussion of this 
subject for his annual message, but 
out of all topics picked it for some- 
what- lengthy treatment in his inau- 

al speech, it is regarded as cer- 

in that water power will come to 
the foreground as a main legislative 
topic without much delay. 

‘It is intolerable that the utiliza- 
tion of this stupendous heritage (the 
State’s water power _resources) 
should. be longer delayed by petty 
squabbles and partisan dispute,’’ 
Governor Roosevelt. said.:“‘Time will 
not solve the problem; it will be 
more difficult as time goes on to 
reach a fair conclusion. It must be 
solved now.”’ 

As a fundamental condition for a 
proper solution the new Governor 
declared that the resources must re- 
main the property of the people for 
all time, a contention with which the 
Republicans do not now quarrel, 
and that no commission nor the 
Legislature itself has any power to 
divert a single potential kilowatt ‘‘in 
virtual perpetuity’’ to the control of 
any person or corporation. 

But in all that the Governor had 
to say on’ this subject, it was pointed 
out in Revublican quarters, he had 
not closed the door to. discussion 
nor indicated that he was unalter- 
ably opposed to short leases of 
power sites under the provisions of 
the present water power act, which 
Governor Smith always insisted 
should be re ed... 

‘Governor, Roosevelt does not at 
any point of his discussion of water 
power, in the inaugural address at 
least, come out for State develop- 
ment and. operation,’’ said Senator 
John Knight, President pro tem. of

REGIMENT HONORS SMITH, 


69th Forms Lane to Hotel for His 
Arrival Home. 


Received with military honors not 
usually accorded to a private citizen, 
Alfred E. Smith returned last night 
to his native city from Albany where 
he witnessed the installation of his 
successor, Franklin D. Roosevelt, as 
Governor of New York State. 

The Governor, who made the trip 
in the private car St. Nicholas of his 
friend William F. Kenny, was re- 
ceived at the Grand Central Ter- 
minal by the Sixty-ninth Regiment, 
the men of which were drawn up 
in double ranks between which. Mr. 
and Mrs. Smith passed on their way 
to the Hotel Biltmore, where they 
have an apartment. Four or five 
hundred spectators joined in the wel- 
come home to the retiring Governor, 
and these set up a cheer as he lifted 
his hat in acknowledgment of their 
greeting. 

The Governor arrived at 6 o’clock 


on a special train, which included 
the private car Manhattan, owned 
by William H. Todd, another friend 
of the Governor, and the private car 
Berwick, owned by William H. 
Woodin. 

The Sixty-ninth Regiment, which 
had returned from Albany a few 
minutes earlier after appearing at 
the inauguration, lined up in double 
rank on the station platform and ex- 
tended its line to the entrance of the 
Biltmore. 

The reception was a complete sur- 
prise to the retiring Governor. As 
he stepped from the car, he doffed 
his silk hat and with Mrs. Smith on 
his arm walked slowly between the 
lines of soldiers in their olive-drab 
uniforms. As Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
approached the ramp leading to the 
waiting room above, the regimental 
band struck up ‘‘The Sidewalks of 
New York,’’ the tune that has be- 
come identified with the former 
Governor, and then changed to the 
strains of ‘‘Auld Lang Syne.’’

Engineer and Radfo Man, Latter 
Severely Burned, Prevent Fire 
and Blast on Plane.

dropped a match into the water. 

| Chief Engineer Charles J. Sutter 
‘was blown off the nose of the ship 
jand J. Russell Roe, radio operator, 
“was blown out of the cabin saloon. 
)Both were burned on the hands, 
arms and face. 

The explosion occurred during the 
absence of the craft’s owner, J. M. 
Patterson, his daughter, Mrs. Alicia 
Simpson, and the pilot, Frederick 
Becker. Sutter. and Roe, despite 
their burns, regained the amphibian, 
and prevented the burning gasoline 
from reaching it. 

The harbor police took Roe ashore 
in a launch and transferred him to 
the American Hospital. 

The accident cast gloom. over the 


New Year’s celebration of the party 
and crew. 


Swam Through Burning Oil. 


Sutter, who is a chief aviation 
machinist mate in the United States 


‘Navy, and Roe, who is a navy radio 


machinist, risked their lives in sav- 
ing the Amphibian. After being 
blown out of the ship by the -force 
of the blast and landing a dozen 
feet away, they swam back through 
the patches of burning gasoline 
floating on the water. The flames 
which had_ followed the explosion 
were licking around the forward 


hold, where the tanks containing a ' 


large part of the craft’s fuel supply 
of 300 gallons of high-test aviation 
gasoline are. situated. 

The native boatmen who had been 
assisting in the refueling of the air- 
shin from a gasoline service boat ex- 
pected the plane to be blown to bits 
at any moment and they hurriedly 
rowed away while the service boat, 
containing a thousand gallons of gas- 
oline, speedily withdrew from the 
danger zone. 

Sutter and Roe, who are on leave 
from the naval air station at Ham 
ton Roads, at imminent risk to their 
lives, averted the explosion which 
would have followed the spread of 
the flames to the plane and which 
they prevented. His head in ban- 
dages, Roe at the hospital told the 
following story: 


Roe Describes Explosion. 


“We had just finished refueling 
from the service boat. Sutter was 
standing on the hatch cover of the 
forward hold and I was in the cabin 


removing my overalls. We were 
going to leave a guard on board and 
go ashore for a New Year’s eve din- 
ner. Suddenly the air changed to a 
blast of flame which blinded me. 
The next second I felt myself snlling 
out through the cabin hatch. 
landed in the water some feet away. 
The gasoline which had leaked out 
duting the fueling was burning in 
petches on the water. 

“TI swam back to the stern and 
climbed on board. Sutter, who had 
been blown into the water off the 
bow, was climbing back at that end. 
Both of us grabbed extinguishers and 
kept the fire away from the tanks. 
It was all out in a few minutes.”’ 

Roe’s hair and eyebrows are 
burned off and the skin is gone from 
his arms, hands and face. ‘The doc- 
tors are unable to state when he will 
be able to resume his duties. 

The lacquered panels in the air- 
ship’s saloon are cracked and bulged 
from the force of the explosion and 
the cover of the forward hatch, 
which went up in the air with Sutter 
on it, is missing. Becker inspected 
the craft and reported that no_seri-

Flying Visit to St. Thomas. 


Wireless tu Tim New YorE Times. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Dec. 31.— 
Uncle Sam’s lower forty-acre lot, 
that. last. parcel. of real estate he 
bought from a Danish family that 
used to be his neighbors in the Car- 
ibbean before they: moved away 
twelve years ago next March, is com- 
ing along pretty well, considering. its 
hurricanes and changes in habits as 
well as ownership. » At least. it looked 
that way from the air on New Year’s 
Eve when the Liberty nosed her way 
across the cloudy Atlantic sky from 
San Juan and flopped down in the 
harbor of St. Thomas, capital city 
of the Virgin Islands, for a visit. 

The departure from the capital of 
Porto Rico was delayed by the re- 
sults of two days of rain which soft- 
ened the new-made ground of the 
aviation field on an artificial island 
in the centre of San Juan Harbor. 
Taxiing across the.field from the 
hangars to ‘the starting. point,. the 
large rubber-tired’ wheels of the 
giant amphibian struck a succession 
of soft spots and sank hub deep 
through the covering of loose sand. 

Two caterpillar tractors and several 
dozen natives pulled the mired craft 
to the hard ground beside the field, 
where it rested until the afternoon 
when the sun had dried the surface 
moisture. Then Becker, with Sutter 
beside him, took the controls and 
launched the ship into the air after 
an unusually short run of 400 feet. 
He circled the field once and made 
a water landing in the harbor, where 
Mr. Patterson, Mrs. Simpson, Roe 
and Tue TimsEs correspondent were 
taken aboard. 

We flew eastward into a twenty- 
five-mile headwind before which the 
rain clouds scudded along at a thou- 
sand-foct level. Inland, on the right, 
black cloud formations rested on the 
high peaks of the mountain range 
fifty miles away. This low, thick 
ceiling frequently obscured the sun’s 
rays and the sudden diminution of 
the light. changed the color of the 
sea from a transparent light green 
which revealed the beauties of the 
coral reefs, to a murky jade that 
completely obscured the sea bottom. 


Voyage of Ninety Miles. 


By airline the voyage from San 
Juan to the Virgin :Islands: is only 
ninety’ miles, fifty’ being’ over “the 


open sea. Leaving Cape San Juan, 
the northeastern point of Porto Rico, 
behind us, we continued our course 
almost due east, passing slightly 
north of the palm-fringed rocks and 
lagoons of Culebra Island and sight- 
ing Crab Island on the indistinct 
southern; horizon. 

Roe at the radio: key-sent a mes- 
sage to St. Thomas for Governor 
Waldo BE. Evans, .nnouncing the 
hour of our: expected arrival as 3 
o’clock, and at the same time picked 
up weather reports saying that ideal 
flying conditions: were prevailing in 
the islands. 

The facts belied these reports, for 
several. times when Becker. was 
skirting the rain clouds, squalls cut 
through their corners and plunged 
us into a steamy, ‘opaque. murkiness 
which wiped out all view of the sky, 
sea and land. A momentary taste of 
blind fog flying is sufficient to give 
appreciation of the stamina required 
by ocean aviators and long-distance 
night mail fliers. There.is new joy 
when, emerging once more into the 
sunlight, one looks down on the 
groups: and clusters of? little green 
stepping stofiés, smiling up from the 
surface of the sea. 

St. Thomas: Sighted. 

West of St. Thomas’a number of 
these islets, uninhabited except for 
goats, appear like sentries guarding 
the approaches to a mother isle. We 
flew partly in the lee of a mountain 
peak 1,500 feet high, and the am- 
phibian amped in the choppy cross- 
currents, but Becker nosed the yacht 
downward in a long fast glide which 
sent the air speed indicator up fif- 
teen miles: . Looking) down over the 
airship’s nose we could see the white 
walls and red rooftops of St. Thomas 





tucked cozily on the inner shore of 
@ landlocked -harbor-and looking for 





all the world like a collection of toy 
houses beside a looking-glass lake 
under a Christmas tree. 

It looked like a spotless town from 
above and it was from below when 
we went ashore in a navy launch 
and . were. taken by . automobile 
through qlean streets and immaculate 
pavements to the residence of Gov- 
ernor Evans. The Danes set a high 
standard of houskewis for e 
small population of. 4, and the 
United States has maintained it. 

One thing has been changed, how- 
ever. Virgin Island rum, far famed 
in Europe during the 250 years of 
Danish occupancy is no longer made 
here and the sugar planters languish 
under the unaccustomed grip of pro- 
hibition. The Islands’ commerce is 
not noteworthy but the figures show 
a slight increase, due to the efforts 
of the American administration to 
make the port popular as a coaling 
station for ships bound from the 
Panama canal to Mediterranean 
ports. 


Return a Record Trip. 


Gathering clouds demanded our 
early departure. One hour after 
landing we were in the air again, 
speeding back across the open sea to 
Porto Rico. With a_ twenty-mile 
wind on our tail we sped westward 
at 120 miles an hour, arriving at 
San Juan in thirty-five minutes, 
which is a record trip. 

This afternoon Mr. Patterson and 
his daughter and Becker made a New 
Year’s eve call on Governor Towner 
in the old sixteenth century govern- 
ment residence here. That made 
two calls on two Governors of two 
separate island administrations, 
ninety miles apart, within a little 
more than an hour.

SOVIET RAPS POLISH COURT. 


Press Annoyed "at 10° at 10-Year Sentence 
of Trade Envoy’s Attacker.

“MOSCOW, Jar.~1.—The sentence 
of ten years imposed on Voizekofsk 
for the attempted murder of 
Lazarief, Soviet trade delegate to 
Warsaw, on the whole seems to sat- 
isfy official opinion here but the So- 
viet press still exprésses annoyance 
that the Polish court refused to ex- 
tradite the would-be murderer under 
the article of the criminal code deal- 
ing with attempts on the lives of of- 
ficial persons, This means that 
the court refused to concede M. Laz- 
arief’s diplomatic status, thus fur- 
nishing what the Soviet press consid- 
ers a dangerous precedent, monanne 
ing the perpetration of further an 
Soviet outrages -by .the-‘‘White’”’ Rus.

A chemical examination of the 
King’s “blood has’ shown it to be 
deficientit in this sdJt; and it is there- 
fore being artificially supplied, with | 
beneficial results. 

To-.conduct the.examination an 
eleventh doctor was called in. He is 
Professor Edward Charles Dodds, 
professor of biochemistry in London 
University ‘and ‘chemical pathologist 
at the Middlesex and other hospitals. 
Although still less than 30 years old, 
he is an_authority. on chemical 
analysis and also on respiration. 
His examination of the King’s blood 
was conducted-several days ago, but} th 
‘his name was not mentioned until 
today, when he was among the four 


'| doctors to sign the evening bulletin. 


General: Condition Improves. 


Calcium is' given in cases “where |i 
there is a lack of lime salts in the 
blood. ‘Although healthy blood con- 
tains only .298 per cent of calcium, 
it is an important constituent. With- 
out it, for instance, blood could 
clot. It plays a part in resistance to 
infection and its addition to the blood 
is intended to increase resistance. 
It is probably being injected directly 
into the vein through a hypodermic 
syringe, this being more effective 
than administration by the mouth. 
Tonight’s bulletin stated: 

“The King had a restful day and 
there is a slight improvement in his 
general condition. The administra- 
tion of calcium, based on chemical 
examination of the blood, is produc- 
ing beneficial results.’ 

The doctor’s morning report de- 
clared: 

“‘The King has had a good night. 
The general and local conditions are 
unchanged.’’

Reparations ‘Agent Thinks Reich Can 
Meet Coming. Payments.

BERLIN; Jan. 1.—The annual re- 
port of S. Parker Gilbert, Agent Gen- 
eral for Reparation Payments, giv- 
ing his survey of German economic 
conditions at the beginning of the 
fifth or normal year-of the working 
of the Dawes plan, was issued here 
today. ;

afflicting mankind. He also asked 
physicians and the public -to coop- 
erate in an effort to reduce the 
death rate by utilizing more thor- 
oughly our present knowledge of cal 
eases. 

“New York has been honored this 
week,’’ Dr. Wynne said, ‘‘by the 
presence of some of the world’s 
greatest scientists who have partici- 
pated in the learned discussion of 
such weighty problems as .the .age 
of the earth, the weight of Mars, 
the size of the spiral nebulae, the 
limitations of space, and the ulti- 
mate structure of matter. 

“During the week they were in 
session, one disease alone, pneu- 
monia, caused the death of 223° 


peo le in this city, and the total 
4g from all causes amounted to 


Urges Cure for Cancer. 


While he commended’ the wide 
range of their work, Dr. Wynne 
asked the scientists to provide a cure 


for cancer, which last year caused 
7,677 deaths in the city; for pneu- 
monia, which caused 9,951 deaths; 
for heart disease, which caused 17,- 
079 deaths; Bright’s disease, 3,004 
deaths; pulmonary tuberculosis, 4,611 
deaths: influenza, 891, and menin- 
gitis, 514. 

The commissioner said he acknowl- 
edged the debt which humanity 
owed to such scientists as Jenner, 
who conquered smallpox; Pasteur 
who laid the foundation for modern 
medicine; Morton, who robbed sur- 
gery of its pain; Lister, who made 
surgery safe; Behring, who gave the 
world antitoxin, and Ehrlich, whose } 
experiments resulted in effective 
measures against social diseases. 

“‘Who,'’? asked the commissioner, 
‘‘will be the new Jenner, Pasteur or 
Ehrlich to lead the way in the con- 
quest of these enemies of mankind? 
Who will bring to us the solution of 
the important problems which I 
have indicated?’’ 

The commissioner said he wanted 
the public to realize that medical 
science had already made available 
2 large amount of definite informa- 
tion whose general application would 
fav. many lives. 

“In the case of diphtheria, for ex- 
ample,’ he said, ‘‘the disease can 
be wiped out by the general use: of 
toxin anti-toxin, which was. devised 
by a New Yorker, Dr. William H. 
Park, head of the Health Depart- 
ment’s laboratories. Every. one of 
the 641 deaths of diphtheria last year 
Was unnecessary. 

“In smallpox the condition is sim- 
ilar, for this disease can be prevent- 
ed by vaccination. Neglect to vac- 
cinate has placed the United States 
highest in smallpox deaths, except- 
ing only India and China. 

“Even in tuberculosis, although no 
specific cure is known, we know how 
the disease may often be prevented 
and how it may be arrested. 


Seeks Disease Prevention. 

“We must obtain the widest pos- 
sible application of our present 
knowledge, and to this end we must 
not only continue our efforts to edu- 
cate the public in health matters 
but must enlist the active coopera- 
tion of all practicing physicians so

elect a new King, in accordance with 
their own wishes, who would adopt-a 
policy to meet with their approval. 
He said that he intended becoming a 
private citizen, an ordinary son of 
the Nejd. He did not wish to under- 
take further responsibility because of 
the war of Arabs against Arabs. 
Immediately on receipt of the let- 
ter, delegations consisting of the 
most prominent chieftains of the 
Nejd proceeded to the Riyadh capi- 
tal, humbly appealing to.Ibn Saud to 
remain their ruler forever. The 
King promptly accepted on the con- 
dition that rights and powers be 
given him to negotiate on behalf of 
Arabia for terms of peace with all 
neighboring countries, particularly 
with Iraq. The delegates immedi- 
ately acceded, 
This victory of the delegates is 
construed in official circles as creat- 
ve Ah. the. strongest hope of peace 
reignin: throughout the Arabian 
eninsula and ending threats of a 
oly war.

EASES TRAFFIC CONGESTION 


New Haven “Waltroad: ‘Now Only 
Runs Passenger Care. ‘Into 
Forty-second: ‘Street. 


The long slowmipess sniyhannath of 
pas: er trains from the Grand 
Central Station to Woodlawn is ended 
with the completion and operation of 
the new express. terminal located at 
St. Ann's Avenue, just south of East 
1324 Street, the Bronx, the New 
Haven Railroad antiounces. 

“The modern plant for the han- 
dling of New. England express busi- 
neas th and Oak of New York: City 
is operated in conjunction with the 
Harlem River freight terminal and 
makes possible the operation of ex- 
press trains independent. of ‘the ex- 
termely heavy passenger-train traf. 
fic in and aut of the Grand Central 
Terminal,’’. according to Along the 
Line, the magazine published by and 
for the employes of the New Haven 
System. 

“The new facility is about five and 
one-half miles from the Grand Cen- 
tral: Terminal, where the New Eng- 
land express operations were con- 
ducted ‘up to the time of the opening 
of the new plant. It is out in the 
open away from the severe traffic 
congestion which made access :o the 
Grand Central Terminal © express 
facility so difficult. 

“The Harlem River express termi- 
nal covers an area 760 feet long and 
100 feet wide. Four tracks’run the 
length of the terminal, with doors at 
each end so that a train may be run 
in one end.and out at the other. The 
tracks each have a capacity for ten 
cars at-a time, or a total of forty 
cars in all. 

“On the south side, adjoining a 
wide driveway giving easy access to 
trucks, a main platform fifty-eight 
feet in width runs the length of the 
terminal. In the centre is a second 
island platform, twenty feet in width, 
serving the two middle tracks, and on. 
the other side is a third platform six- 
teen feet wide. 


Space for Different Cities. 


“The driveway along the south side 
of the building is sixty-five feet wide 
and can accommodate seventy-four 
vehicles at one time. Signs on the 
outside of the building indicate the 
division of the platform into sections 
serving the different cities in New 
England, so that the truck drivers 
may know just what portion of the 
long platform to unload, The express

@ number of the loans having been 


Secured in the United States. Ameri- 
can capital came here in large quan- 


tities, particularly for the purchase 
of public utilities. The year was also 
eventful for the beginning of the 
Henry Ford rubber cultivation, re- 
sulting in the hope of developing 
the Amazon Valley. 

In addition to upholding coffee 
prices, producers have combined to 
Support the prices of sugar, rice, 
lard and cacao. And at the present 
time the textile industry is trying to 
obtain a tariff increase to meet for- 
eign competition. 

Business men consider as very im- 
portant the completion of highways 
from Rio de Janeiro to Sao Paulo 
and Petropolis. Work is now pro- 
|gressing on the road from Rio de 
Janeiro to Bello Horizonté, capital of 
the State of Minas Geraes, and it 
is hoped that the highway will be 
finished next year. 

The public is looking forward to 
the development of the Itabira iron 
ore deposits, now that a concession 
has been granted. The Brazilian 
Traction Company of Toronto is con- 
tinuing its large hydroelectric .devel- 
opments for the city of Sao Paulo 
and is extending the telephone eyes 
tem, connecting nearly all of Mast 
Central 

Other improvements have included 
the beautification of the city of Rio 
de Janeiro, with the employment of 
a French architect, M. Agache. Avia- 
tion has improved, with the comple- 
tion of service to Argentina and 
Northern Brazil. 

Brazil’s relations with the United 
States have been marked by a friend- 
ly attitude, as shown at the Havana 
Conference, when her influence 
helped to prevent a deadlock over

ments for new cars are now probably not 
far short of a million and a. quarter— 
more than double the number of 1928. 
If such rates of;growth may be projected 
into the next few years, they promise a 
world market of great importance. 


Foreign Manufacture 


‘It does not follow that this foreign 
market is necessarily one for American 
cars. Manufacturers abroad-are striving 


‘energetically to build up; their own in-'. 
‘dustries. Competition ‘from American™ 


-cars has had a profound effeet in Burope 
‘where practically all foreign manufac- 
ture is concentrated. The European man- 


ufacturer’s conception of‘ the automo-. 


bile as a high-cost luxury product is 
steadily giving away fo the American 
-idea of its utility to the. general. public. 
‘American production methods have been 
‘studied, consolidations- have: been ef- 
‘fected to strengthen financial and mar~ 
keting ability, and even the. time-pay- 
-ment plan;-has beén ‘taken over as an 
aid to sales. Great Britain, France, Ger- 


-many and Italy are the centers of foreign . 


production. Estimates for 1927 indi- 


cate 231,000 vehicles produced in Great. | 


Britain, 190,000 in France, 72,000 in 
Germany, 55,800 in Italy, and 27,800 
in other European. countries. 


The. European Market 


Western Europe is naturally by far 
the greatest nattiral market for motor 
. vehicles outside of America. At present 
- Great Britain, France, Germany, and 
Italy havemore than half the totaloutside 
registration, and Kurope asa whole, two- 
thirds. Future.expansion is difficult to 
' estimate but during the past few years 
automotive registrations in the leading 
European countries have increased three 
- and fourfold. Bearing in‘ mind, the diffi- 
cult economic and financial readjust- 
ments which were under way in this 
period, this com favorably with the 
expansion which o¢eurred a decade 
earlier-in the United States. 
It cannot be assumed however that 
the motorization of Europe will:parallel

will undoubtedly play an important part 
in hastening the motorization of the 
rank and file of the population as it did 


“in this country. 


.,Hence it seems reasonable to antici- 


? pate a continued increase in Europe’s 


automotive buying power. While pro- 


' tective tariffs and a more energetic Eur- 


opean industry will perhaps conserve 
the greater part of this market to its own 
manufacturers, the progressivenessof the 


_ American industry in constantly im- 


proving its products will assure them a 
large following against all competition. 


‘Markets in Other Countries - 


in both Europe and the United States 
motor vehicles have been used to sup- 
plement railroads and other well devel- 
oped transportation systems. In much 
of the rest‘of the world they are becom- 


_ ing major instruments in extending in- 
adequate facilities and in opening up’ 
. transport in new regions. 


In this field, countries with the most 


highly developed road mileage offer the 


best immediate outlet for cars, not only 
because the roads are there to use, but 


because roads indicate the people, prod; » 

ucts and ‘traffic to utilize motor vehicles 
_extensively. But motor vehicles are pen- 

etrating into’every quarter of the world | 


where economic development is practi- 
cable and, in themselves, exert a power- 
ful effect-in bringing about the improved 
roads which favor their growth. 

In general a steady and rapid growth 
of the aggregate foreign automotive mar- 


* Ket iis indicated ‘and it will probably be

The American industry has pioneered in 





potential markets which can be developed‘as 
substantially, if not as rapidly, as our ‘domes- 
tic market, where the rapid increase of reg- 
istrations has already shown some'signs of 
slowing up and where ; replacements now 
supply the bulk of the current demand. 


developing cars of high performance at 
low cost, a type that is even more im- 
portant to the rest of the world than it 
is to the United States. Competition 
from abroad, particularly in Europe, will 
grow in power, but unquestionably the 
American: industry’ has ‘already secured 
first place in future expansion. 


In this process the American industry 
will become even more international 
than is now the case. The close relation-

Foreign assembly plants for American

: The Conservation of an Industry — 


NNOUNCEMENT this. season of 
one of the largest Alaska salmon 
packs of recent years justifies the con- 
servation -policy of the United States 


Government. The supply, long con- 


sidered inexhaustible, was preserved at 


a stage when it had been seriously. . 


jeopardized by overfishing. 
Year after year throngs of the fish 


"swim up thé rivers from the sea to spawn 


and die. The young hatch, migrate to 
the sea where they mature and eventu- 
ally return ‘to fresh water, usually the 
same river, to complete the life cycle. 
The fresh water runs take place between 
April and November, but the time and 
length vary with the species in different 
localities, but at. predictable intervals. 


Hence it became easy to exploit the 


supply even to its exhaustion. 
Fishing is done by seines, gill nets, 


traps and wheels. The catch is now lim- 


ited under .American jurisdiction . by 
early. closing of the season or by: allow- 
ing a proportion of the fish to escape.

Slow freezing congeals the water in the 
fish into large crystals, breaking up and 
drying the cell structure. Quick freezing 
produces fine crystals leaving the struc- 


_ ture practically intact. Such fish reach 


the distant consumer in better condition 
than unfrozen fish shipped in ice. Cooked 


without previous thawing, they retain 
much of the flavor, juices and texture 


of fresh caught fish. This discovery, and 
the improved “dry ice’ and “silica gel” 
refrigeration methods which have revo- 


- lutionized freight transport, should prove

Diamond prices have risen steadily 
since the war except for a temporary 
depression in 1921 and 1922 due to ad- 
verse economic conditions and the mar- 
keting of many Russian jewels by refugee 
nobility and the Soviet Government.

In manufacture, the great problem is 
to attain and hold a nice ratio of output 
to the fluctuating volume of demand.

Desirable as such a method is, the 
long record of past failures must warn 
against a too-easy hope of its success. 
Danger comes from business that is too

the market, leading to increased output 
and enlarged capacity that in the end 
mean its undoing. This is the most seri- 
ous threat to the year’s ultimate pros-

The British Financial 
and Business:Outlook 
for 1929 
By Westminster Bank, Led.

The economic outlook for Great Britain in the 
coming year bids fair to be dominated by politi-- 
cal considerations to a much greater extent than 
normally. The Conservative Government which 
has held office since 1924 will “go to the coun- 
try”, probably in June or July, when 5,000,000 
new women voters will figuré on the: register. 
The Government will, by all“appearances, pro- 
pound. a constructive programme based’ o on "the 
derating of productive industry. 


There is always a possibility, hgwever, of the 
last-minute emergence of some extraneous ques- 
tion which might overshadow all other issues, 
and so win over the sympathies of the electorate 
as to upset completely the calculations of party 
leaders. Moreover, as three, and not two, par- 
ties will be opposed in the constituencies and at 
Westminster, the absence of a clear majority for 
any one party is a contingency to be reckoned 
with, which, on its realisation, would necessitate 
somewhat delicate interparty negotiations, and 
the adoption of a policy of compromise. All con- 
cerned in the lending or borrowing of money, all 
who have orders to place or to withhold, can’ 
scarcely fail to be influenced. by these considera- 
tions to a greater or less extent, - 

Financial Conditions 

On the financial side, it may be expected that 
the stringency of the autumn of 1928 will gradu- 
ally disappear as the remaining “crop-moving” 
and other payments to the United States are 
liquidated; that the largé gold exports from 
Great Britain to Germany and other countries 
will be reduced, and that, with a rise in exchange 
rates above the gold point, the drain of the past 
few months on the national gold reserves will 
come to an end.

- of the Bank.of England at 444 per cent. despite 
the ‘special difficulties of the latter half of 1928 
*. gugurs for 1929 strict adherence to the policy of

may-not be entirely paralleled in 1929. On the 


- other hand, one section at least of Stock Ex- 


change opinion i is inclined to discount any exten- 
‘sive’fall in sound investment values—a view 
‘supported to some extent by the steadiness of 
gilt-edged and other high-class fixed-interest 
stocks. Much -will-doubtless depend on condi- 
tions in New York. Though the bull movement 
in England has been definitely less pronounced 
than in America, any extensive reaction in that 
country could not fail to affect the general level 
of values here. © 

In the sphere of trade, ‘where undue optimism 
.; has so. often been falsified, hopes of at least a 
modest improvement may be based ‘on the con- 
tinued: prosperity of the newer trades (though 
as regards such industries as artificial-silk and 
motors the rapid expansion of the past two 
years may not be fully maintained), and the 
more determined efforts which have lately been 
initiated to reorganise and strengthen many of 
the leading companies in the less prosperous 
basic trades. 


Industrial Prospects 


This movemen. has made tangible progress in 
the iron and steel industries and, to some extent, 
in the coal trade, though the latter as a whole is 
still, unfortunately, working at a loss: The cot- 
ton textile industry continues to be hampered 
by financial and other difficulties, but the indi- 
cations of a growing determination ‘to face un- 
pleasant facts may portend a tessening of the 
gloom during the coming year.. The- railways, 
whose revenues in 1928 showed a falling-off, due 
partly to increased road competition and partly 
‘to depression in the heavy trades, have 
shown themeelves alive to the necessity of at- 
tracting increased | ce, and their. efforts in 
this direction will no doubt be a during 
the coming year. © «

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Jan. 1.— 
General José Maria Moncada was 
inaugurated President of Nicaragua 
today under what were considered 
favorable auspices. The country is 
apparently more peaceful than it has 
been for matty years; the revenues 
are in good condition, and the in- 
tense bitterness between the Liberal 
and the Conservative parties seems 
. to have been lessened in recent 
weeks. 

Americans and other foreigners 
here believe this friendlier feeling 
between the’ party Jeaders began 
with the visit. of President-elect 
Hoovr late in November at Corinto, 
later developing through the me- 
dium of the American Minister, 
Charles C. Eberhardt, Admiral Sel- 
lers, Brig. Gen. Logan Feland and 
others. 

The day before Mr. Hoover landed 
at Corinto a number. of the leaders 
of both parties, including President 
Diaz, General Moncada and former 
President Emiliano. Chamorro, met 
at. luncheon aboard. the . flagship 
Rochester as the guests of Admiral 
Sellers, Commander of the American 
forces in Nicaragua.

PASADENA, ‘Cal., Jan. 1.—In a 
thrilling football game before a 
capacity crowd of: 70,000 in the Rose 
Bowl here today, the Golden Tor- 
nado of Georgia Tech defeated the 
University  .of “California: football 
team by a score of § to 7, the victors 
scoring on a safety and a touchdown. 
The estern eleven tallied in the 
fourth quarter. after. a straight 
march from its. own 2-yard line. 

The game was marked by an un- 
usual play, which, it ultimately de- 
veloped, was of great importance in 
the final score. It léd to Georgia 
Tech’s safety. Captain-elect Riegels 
of the Golden Bears; playing centre, 
snatched up a Tech fumble in the 
second quarter and ‘started toward 
the Georgia Tech goal. There~ had 
been no scoring thus far in the con- 
test and Riegels broke into a dead 
run. 

Tech men sprang up in front of 
him and in eluding’ them he cut 
back across the field. He turned 
again to escape the opposition and 
in so doing es ange med came con- 
fused and started down the field to 
his own goal, 60 yards. away. 2 
he a down the side line both 
California and Tech players stood 
amazed in their tracks. 


Lom Pursues Him. 


Benny Lom, . halfback. for the 
Golden Bears, sensed the situetion 


almost immediately and sprang into 
action. Down the field he went after 
the flying Riegels, who only put on 
more speed as he heard feet pound- 
ing the turf behind him. Finally 
Lom grabbed hold of his mate at the 
California 3-yard line and turned him 
around. Making interference for 
Riegels, Lom. started back down the 
field, but Tech was alert and a wave 
of tacklers hit Riegels before he could 
more than turn ‘around, hurtling him 
back to the 1-yard line. 

California immediately took up the 
punt formation, but Riegels, at cen- 
tre, wes nervous, and Lom, receiying 
the ball to-_ kick, was little steadier. 
As the ball -was snapped, Maree, 
Georgia Tech tackle, stormed through 
the line and blocked: the punt. The 
ball rolled out of the end zone, but 
the officials ruled that. Breckenridge, 
California quarterback, had touched 
it and that a safety would be scored 
against California. 


The annual New Year’s Day classic} 


was played under an azure blue sky, 
with the thermometer ‘standing at 
degrees and the great crowd in holi- 
day spirit, cheering both teams and 
the brilliant plays. : 

Tech’s touchdown came in the 
third period. Shortly after the start 
of the second half; Lom got off a 
60-yard punt that went to Tech’s 23- 
yard line. Mizell. punted back and 
Breckenridge fumbled. Waddey, 
Tech end, recovered on the Bear 27- 
yard line. 


Jones Blocks Bears’ Kick. 


Mizell. fumbled-.on the first play 
and Fitz, California tackle, recovered 


on the Bear 29-yard line: Lom made 
half a yard on the first play and on 
the next Jones ‘broke through. to 
block his kick and -recovered the 
ball on the California 9-yard line. 

Four times, Tech stashed the line 
end wound up just a foot shy of a 
touchdown. Lom retreated behind his 
goal line and punted to Thomason, 
who was downed in his tracks on the 
California 45-yard line. Mizell blazed 
around right end for thirty yards to 
the 15-yard line.. On the next play 
Thomason went through tackle, re- 
versed his field. and went over the 
goal line standing up for a touch- 
down. . As the ~for point was 
missed the score became 8 to 0. 

The Bears did not get their passing 
attack organized until the closing 
minutes of the final quarter and with 
just one and a half minutes to play, 
Captain Irving -Phillips: took a’ pass 
from Lom for a touchdown. 

The Bears had advanced the ball 
from their 2-yard mark, Lom hurling 
long and accurate passes to Phillips 
and Eisan in the 98-yard march for 
the touchdown. Barr kicked goal 
making the score 8 to 7. 

The contest was marked by an un- 
usual number of breaks in addition 
to Riegel’s dash for his own goal. 
There also were several fumbles of 
consequence as. in the first quarter 
when Lom threw a forty-yard pass 
to Barr, who dropped the ball while 
ng all alone. on the Tech goal 

ne. 


Lom Is Called Back. 


Then in the second quarter Lom 
scooped 5 fumble and raced sixty 
yards to the Tech goal, only to have 
the ball called back, Referee Dana 
ruling he had blown his whistle be- 
fore the fumble. 

In the third quarter, Breckenridge 
fumbled a punt, Waddey recovering 
for Tech on the California 27-yard 
line. Mizell fumbled the ball right 
back into California’s possession, 
onlv to have Jones block Loni’s kick 
on the 9-yard line, which ultimately 
led to Tech’s touchdown. 

In the same Peano Captain Phil- 
lips hurled a yard pass to Eisan 
on a reverse play. only to have the 
Bear quarterback stumble and fall 

ust as he was about to catch. the 
all deep in Tech territory. 

The fourth quarter saw Rice, rac- 
ing efter another perfect pass from

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AN APPEAL AND A PROMISE. 


Governor ROOSEVELT’S inaugural 
address yesterday was short, clear, 
modest. These are high and excep- 
tional merits in such an official ut- 
terance. The new Governor does 
not boast when putting on the har- 
ness. He asks for help, even when 
it comes in the form of friendly 
criticism. Without the support of 
the people of the State, neither he 
nor the Legislature can accomplish 
what they both profess to desire. 
Recognizing the advance in govern- 
mental organization wrought mainly 
by Governor SMITH, and the new 
spirit which has been slowly devel- 
oping in the State as regards the 
public duty toward the dependent, 
the unfortunate and the delinquent, 
Governor ROOSEVELT strongly ob- 
jects to calling all this movement 
“humanitarian.” To him it is sim- 
ply frank perception of the facts of 
interdependence in modern civiliza- 
tion. It is a fine and truthful senti- 
ment which he embodies in the fol- 
lowing passage: 

Without the help of thousands of 
others, any one of us would die 
naked and starved. Consider. the 
bread upon our table, the clothes 
upon our backs, the luxuries that 
make life pleasant; how many men 
worked in sunlit fields, in dark 
mines, in the fierce heat of molten 
metal, and among the. looms and 
wheels of countless factories in or- 
der to create them for our use and 
enjoyment. 

It is this sort of tacit appeal for 
understanding and working together 
which has been characteristic of Mr. 
ROOSEVELT in the past and which he 
evidently intends to carry with him 
into the office of Governor. Few de- 
tails of what he hopes to do are 
given in this first address of his to 
the people of the State. The sub- 
jects which he touches upon he deals 
with only in general terms. He an- 
nounces his determination to hold 
perpetually in fee for the people of 
New York their resources. in water 
power; how to develop and distribute 
the electric energy derived from 
them he leaves for equitable and 
safe adjustment. Governor ROOSE- 
VELT hopes to be able to do some- 
thing to make the administration of 
justice in this State less expensive 
and less tortuous. Being himself an 
up-State man, he speaks with intel- 
ligence and sympathy of the needs 
of our farming population. All is as 
yet in mere outline. The new Gov- 
ernor frankly asks for aid, promises 
cooperation and expresses the hope, 
in which all sensible citizens will 


join, that there may be a kind of 
era of good feeling in which it will 
be possible for the Executive and the 
Legislature to coordinate their ef- 
forts- more successfully than has 


been the rule in recent years. 


Almost as if anticipating such an 
appeal from Governor ROOSEVELT, 
the Republican leaders of the Leg- 
islature have already made fair

While Republicem statesmen’ in 
Washington are in high debate 
whether the blessings of farm re-

tran} mext, a curious chilling doubt, a 


loss of faith in the wonder-working 
powers of the government to re- 
vive and assure the prosperity of 
agriculture, is said to prevail in the 
Middle West. Can the very heart 
of farm distress and of agitation for 
its removal have grown so cold? 
Has the abandonment of the equal- 
ization fee, in whose magic the Mid- 
dle West believed or was thought to 
believe so firmly, made it indiffer- 
ent to other means of alleviation? 
Perhaps it is more reasonable to 
assume that the Mid-West farmers, 


‘35 wearied by long experience of the 


promises of politicians and the 
rhetoric of “‘farm leaders,” are in- 
clined to contemplate facts and 
remedies hardheadedly, practically, 
free from campaign emotionalism— 
if that ever affected them much. 

It seems unlikely that anything 
will be done by Congress for the 
crops of 1929. According to our 
dispatch from Kansas City yester- 
day, no pending plan recommends 


“jitself as likely to be effectual. 


*| Stabilization of agricultural prices 
is the prime need. How that is to 
be brought about by any proposals 
now on view is not evident enough 
to interest “the average farmer ” in 
any of them. There is no lack of 
credit and money. Tariff medicine 
is not regarded as a cure for any 
Western troubles, except in so far 
as these might be increased if East- 
ern industry did not have an ade- 
quate dose of protection. It is 
thought that only a sharp fall in 
prices of farm products, a contin- 
gency not expected, could blow up 
again the dying coals of resent- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, the more intelligent 
and progressive farmer would apply 
to the farm the method so success- 
ful in other forms of business—low- 
ering of production costs by con- 
solidation. The chain stores, where 
he is now buying cheap, are a vivid 
example of what he seeks to accom- 
plish. So far as this picture of the 
Mid-West may be accepted as true, 
it is a queer pendant to that of the 
farm-relievers in Washington. The 
class about to be relieved is seen 
depending essentially upon itself, 
watching rather cynically and with 
no great expectation the much- 
heralded, long-pledged, long-delayed 
efforts of the Federal miracle-men. 
Just as “ everybody” in Congress is 
eager to prove himself the farmer’s 
best friend, the farmer himself ap- 
propriates that title. 


A GOLDEN YEAR. 


Year after year American bene- 
factions grow. Each year since 1921 
has surpassed its predecessor in the 
volume of gifts. The year 1928 lifts 
the total estimated amount to 
$2,330,600,000, more than $100,000- 
000 in excess of 1927 and more than 
$600,000,000 beyond 1921. It has 
thus set a golden milestone in 
American philanthropy. It also 
yields cumulative evidence of democ- 
racy’s readiness to give more gen- 
erously than Emperors or Kings to 
charitable and educational purposes 
—likewise more discriminatingly. 

The great individual gifts men- 
tioned in yesterday’s TIMES head 
the list, but they make up only a 
small fraction of this vast contribu- 
tion which individuals voluntarily 
offer for the benefit of others, and 
in larger part for the good of future 
generations. Such gifts as PAYNE 
WHITNEY’S munificent sums to hos- 
pitals, medical schools and to the 
Public Library are evidence of con- 
cern today for a better tomorrow. 
Democracy expects individual citi- 
zens of wealth to recognize a moral 
obligation to help maintain institu- 
tions of charity, education, art, re- 
search and recreation. This is wit- 
nessed by the surprise—and some- 
times condemnation—when one of 
great means lives and dies without 
making any large public contribu- 
tions. The general acclaim of Mr. 
WHITNEY’S gifts, on the other hand, 
shows of what gratitude a democ- 
racy is capable. 

It is gratifying to note that the 
funds for great church buildings 
have been enormously increased dur- 
ing the year (that for the Broadway 
Temple having been completed in 
the last hour of the old year); that 
college and university endowments 
have had great gains (though the 
women’s colleges have not as yet 
had their fair share); that scientific 
research has had considerable en- 
couragement, one fund of particular 
public interest being that which has 
been provided for the study of com-

It allows 
the people of ‘this community to 
enter upon the new year with a 
consciousness that the greatest need 
at the end of the dying year has 
been met by its bequest to 1929. 





NO PARTING WITH SMITH. 


For a long time it will be difficult 
to speak of ALFRED E. SMITH as 
“ex-Governor.” Through his long 
years of service at Albany the public 
had come. to identify him with the 
office which he filled with such un- 
usual distinction. He also left his 
impress on it. The Governorship 
which he handed on to ROOSEVELT 
yesterday differed greatly from the 
Governorship he _ received from 
MILLER six years ago. Thanks to 
the reorganization effected under 
SMITH’Ss leadership, and the vitality 
of that leadership itself, the Gover- 
nor of New York now has a position 
of unprecedented responsibility. 

It was altogether fitting that 
ROOSEVELT should share with his 
predecessor the acclaim and affec- 
tion of the people. If any of the 
bitterness of the Presidential cam- 
paign just ended pierced the armor 
of the “Happy Warrior,” he kept 
his wounds concealed; throughout 
his last days at Albany he was his 
old good-humored, human self. 
After all, the principles for which he 
fought in the State had been vindi- 
cated once more, and from that re- 
sult of the New York election he 
must take the deepest satisfaction. 

Honored of all his fellow-citizens, 
ALFRED SMITH goes into such retire- 
ment as they will permit him. “If 
“you want my help, just give me a 
“ring,” he lightly told his successor. 
The State and the city will need that 
help so long as he lives, with his 
knowledge and understanding, his 
wise counsel, his practical idealism. 








TRAINING OF AN AVIATOR. 


Nothing is more important in the 
development of commercial aviation 
than thorough training in aero- 
dynamics and a complete course of 
instruction in the operation and 
maintenance of aircraft. Aerodynam- 
ics can be taught properly only by 
universities and colleges that de- 
vote courses to it. Not every stu- 
dent has the ability to understand 
the technique of the subject. Yet a 
youngster of ordinary intelligence 
may prove to be, under practical in- 
struction, a good pilot and enough 
of a mechanic to look after his ma- 
chine on the ground. Ground work, 
however, is often done by mechanics 
who do not fly. The complete avia- 
tor should be both pilot and me- 
chanic. Colonel LINDBERGH is an ex- 
ample, and there are others who are 
the better fliers for knowing how 
the airplane is put together and 
how it functions. 

In the last number of Aviation is 
an article on the problems of aero- 
nautical training by Roy CAMPBELL 
Jr. which deals with what may be 
called first-class instruction in the 
art of flying and caring for the 
plane. The cost is approximately 
$3,000 if the student is a candidate 
for a transport pilot’s license. It 
should be the minimum in the 
opinion of the editor. Mr. CAMPBELL 
says: 

One of the most vexing problems 
in aviation today is how to give 
sufficient training and still main- 
tain a price schedule low enough 
to meet the financial ability of the 
young men who wish to enter the 
aeronautical field. 

The days of the gypsy flier are 
over except in nooks and corners of 
States which have no aviation laws 
on their statute books. The Depart- 
ment of Commerce regulations (for 
interstate flying, of course) will not 
give a “transport” license unless 
the applicant has had 200 solo hours 
in the air. The time is reduced to 
fifty hours for limited commercial 
or industrial pilots, and the require- 
ment for private pilots is only ten 
hours, which, for their own safety, 
seems too few. Pilots in each class 
must have a basic knowledge of the 
repair of engines and a working ac- 
quaintance with air traffic rules and 
meteorology. There has been great 
improvement in the training pro- 
vided by commercial schools. Some 
of them make the hours of solo fly- 
ing 225, 60 and 20 respectively. Thus 
it is becoming more expensive to 
learn to be a pilot for interstate 
transportation. Many aspirants have 
to be satisfied in the beginning with 
a commercial or industrial pilot 
course. But there are ways of ar- 
riving at a compromise and finally 
reaching the grade of transport pilot 
without spending $3,000. The ambi- 
tious and enterprising young man 
earns money as he goes along. In 
exchange for mechanical work more 
hours in the air are allowed. He may 
thus cut his actual payments to 
$1,000. 








There are still schools that give 


cheap courses of training, but the 


drift is now away from them. Avia- 
tion has become a profession. ‘Pilots, 


hope to” become proprietors of ser- 
vices. It is a business in which an 
energetic man may do well. Flying 
as a method of travel can never be- 
come attractive unless the machines 
are known to be safe when in the 
hands of. skillful -pilots.. The pilot 
who.can show degrees or certificates 
from the best colleges and ground or 
civilian schools should have no diffi- 
culty in obtaining employment. 


“LET NOTHING YOU DISMAY.” 

Congressmen are not Scrooges; 
Mr. SMooT of Utah is the closest 
thing to unrelaxing sternness that 
the two houses know; and it is not 
surprising to note by the Congres- 
sional Record that the holiday sea- 
son opened the throats of Senators 
to song, and their hearts to amity. 
At such times Congressmen turn 
instinctively to the McGuffey type 
of declamation poetry, or else write 
their own. The poetry ladled into 
the Record just. before adjourning 
until the New Year consists usually 
of old standbys which roll almost 
automatically from the mouths. of 
statesmen. Most of these poems, 
in fact, were declaimed by them in 
youth for prizés and may be said 
to have put the idea of a public 
career into their minds. 

The last copy of the Record prior 
to the Christmas-New Year recess 
is not especially different from any 
of its predecessors. The Rev. Dr. 
ZEBARNEY T. PHILLIPS, chaplain of 
the Senate, started things off with 
a carol which expressed the pious 
wish that all sin be cast out of Sen- 
ators.

Whoever has sought to estimate 
the inferest of Americans in inter- 
national affairs will sympathize 
with the lament of Assistant Secre- 
tary of State WiLBUR J. CARR that 
the lack of informed public opinion 
is one of the greatest difficulties 
which confronts the Department of 
State. It seeks additional appro- 
priations to pay for the publication 
of documents pertaining to our for- 
eign relations. Important as it is to 
bring them up to date—they are at 
present ten years behind schedule— 
this is an aid in the solution of only 
part of the problem. It will facili- 
tate the studies of persons interested 
in the history of our foreign rela- 
tions. But it is doubtful if it will 
have much effect on current opinion. 

The State Department has fre- 
quently been criticized for having a 
“bad press.” Officials have com- 
plained of this also and have 
charged that there is a lack of con- 
cern over foreign affairs on the part 
of the press. The probability is that 
whenever the State Department has 
been misunderstood—except by the 
small handful of professional trouble 
makers—the reason has been that it 
has failed to take adequate pains to 
make itself understood. There have 
been unsatisfactory “releases ” or 
unwise statements by officials. Occa- 
sionally lack of candor has caused 
confusion, and in at least one in- 
stance—the dispatch of marines to 
Nicaragua in 1927—the explanations 
were so contradictory as to mislead 








the public and arouse suspicion.

partment has been negotiating with 
other governments, the impression 
‘hag been “permitted to escape in 
Washington that the Secretary was 
distressed to find so much space de- 
voted to foreign interpretations. Dur- 


1921 and 1922, for example, many 
connected with ‘the American dele- 
gation were puzzled, and annoyed to 
see how much better the English 
case was being put before the Ameri- 
can, public than was ours. ‘The reason 
was that the English appreciated to 
the full the advantages of being sure 
that their point of view was prop- 
erly presented at once, whereas the 
Americans were alternatively loath 
and late to give out their side. 

It is safe to say that the Depart- 
ment of State has a “ good press” 
or a “bad press”. according to 
whether it takes special pains. to 
make its case public: or whether it 
adopts a policy of indifference to- 
ward news values. A lack of in- 
formed public opinion with respect 
to foreign affairs undoubtedly ex- 
ists. But it can be largely cor- 
rected if the government will take 
as much pains about publicity for its 
foreign affairs as it does for some 
of its other activities. 





NO MORE “SOCIETY.” 


Out in the Middle West a news- 
paper has been pretending to be 
plunged into gloom because the edi- 
tor has just learned on the high au- 
thority of a New York lady that 
there is no “society” in this city. 
The reason assigned is that there is 
no recognized leader who can give 
unquestioned eviderice that this per- 
son is in and that one is out. With- 
out such a person to tell them, peo- 
ple do not know whether they belong 
or not. It is not like that in the 
smaller city whose newspaper be- 
wails New York’s sad predicament. 
If a family has lived there for fifty 
years and made money it has a fair 
claim to the social leadership of the 
community. 

The whole fabric of New York 
society has been so altered in recent 
years that a single leader or even a 
united group could not hope to lay 
down the law. In the age of inno- 
cence a social arbiter was respected 
by young and old. Now, if a few 
gay young persons are frowned upon 
by those who would be leaders, they 
do not creep away sadly, chastened 
by their elders’ disapproval. They 
are more likely to be thankful for 
an excuse to escape a dull and duti- 
ful party. At least, they will endure 
exclusion in the cheerful company 
of people who never heard of WARD 
MCALLISTER or the haughty ladies 
whose indifference used to crumple 
the ambitions of the new-rich. The 
climbers in those days were actually 
made properly miserable by an oc- 
casional invitation to a huge ball 
when they were never included in 
more intimate gatherings. Now most 
of them, especially the younger ones, 
say “ Who cares?” and, worse still, 
they mean it. 

Too many people are able to qual- 
ify in most outward aspects to make 
a single social group. Instead of a 
few hundred, there are. now thou- 
sands who live at correct addresses 
send their children to the right 
schools and are themselves models 
of polite behavior. But they cannot 
live under the white-gloved hand of 
a single director. Most of them do not 
spend even half of the year in New 
York. The: world is their home, and 
if they feel.an impulse to desert the 
city for Florida, California, the 
Orient or the playgrounds of Europe 
at seasons which used to be called 
inappropriate, no one will tell them 
“it isn’t done.” They will not be 
missed by “society,” but merely by 
their close friends. Some people 
who remember and who liked the 
formality of the old régime fear that 
New York is going to the dogs, but 
even if it is, there is no help for 
it. No autocrat could handle the

The Shad report of Conservation 

Comes Commissioner MAcDON- 
Back. ALD will be read with 
interest by all dwellers 
on the banks of the Hudson. Shad 
seem to be'increasing. Four times 
as many were caught in 1927 as in 
1924. This confirms the report of the 
Commissioner of Fisheries in Wash- 
ington, who recently called attention 
to the unusual runs of shad, both in 
the Potomac and the Hudson. 

Of course, the catch is not a sure 
indication of abundance. It may in- 
dicate more intensive fishing, which 
would’ only — depletion. 
But that does not s to be the case 
this time with the shad. The evi- 
dence points to the conclusion that 
for some unexplained reason they 
revisited the rivers of the Atlantic 
seaboard in unusual numbers in 1927. 

It remains to be seen whether this 
fishery can be restored to its ancient 
greatness. But it is at least encour- 
aging to learn that the shad can sur- 
vive in the waters about New York, 
which have hardly maintained their

England’s peal of the Prince 
Continued of WALES on 
Unemployment. Christmas night 
for funds for the 
families of England’s 250,000 unem- 
ployed coal miners is another re- 
minder of the burden under which 
Great Britain is still suffering as a 
result of post-war economic changes.

It is not only that the English have 
so keen a love of home, There are 
economic complications which pre- 
sent great obstacles to permanent 
migration. The foremost is the dif- 
ference between the life and experi- 
ence of the unemployed at home and 
the opportunities for them abroad. 
A man who has worked all his life 
in an English coal mine is not likely 
to make a good farmer or artisan. 
In this country, to be sure, many of 
our miners in slack times work a 
small patch by which they ‘help to 
increase the family. income. But the 
need in the Dominions—and the 
United States—is. not so much for 
miners as for men who can help 
develop the land or who have a me- 
chanical training.

THE NORRIS RRIS DECISION, . 


ebuft "te Too At Too Ardent Drys _ 
ren in Kirkpatrick. Ruling. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: : 
THE “Times editorial - concerning 
Judge’ Kirkpatrick’s decision in: the 
Norris case, finds a rebuff to the 
“too zealous drys” therein. Surely 
you are optimistic, because, if I read 
the news report of the: decision cor- 
rectly, its necessary effect is to make 
practically every purchaser of liquor, 
except for consumption on the ‘spot, 
a felon. Here’s how: 

The. Volstead act makes the sale 
or transportation. of liquor a mis-~ 
demeanor. Section 332 of the United 
States. Criminal Code makes all ac- 
complices. in. any .crime principals 
therein. Section 37.of the United 
States Criminal Code .makes it a 
felony for two or more persons to 
agree or conspire together to com- 
mit. any. infraction of the Federal 
laws, whether it be a. misdemeanor 
or a felony, provided only that there- 
after one of the conspirators does an 
overt. act in pursuance of the con- 
spiracy... This is a. general statute 
of very great importance, and is 
widely used by Federal prosecutors 
to reach a great variety of offenders 
in cases having nothing to do with 
the enforcement of prohibition. Its 
construction must of course .be the 
same no matter what crime is the 
object of the conspiracy. 

The charge in the Norris case was 
conspiracy to transport liquor from 
Philadelphia to New York City. the 
facts being that Norris, a resident 
of New York, telephoned Ker- 
per, a Philadelphia bootlegger, on a 
number of occasions, and arranged 
to buy and have cases of liquor sent 
to his residence in New York. 

Before making his decision upon 
the actual situation presented, Judge 
Kirkpatrick. clears the. ground bv 
citing a number of situations in 
which by way of dictum he expresses 
the opinion that’ the purchaser of 
liquor would be guilty of no crime. In 
the first place, he says that the pur- 
chase of liquor is not a crime under 
the Volstead act. There is, of course. 
no question of this. He next declares 
that he is.willing to assume that a 
purchaser of liquor cannot be saic 
to be an accomplice of the seller, and 
hence is not chargeable as a seller 
by force of Section 332, United 
States Criminal Code. The court 
cites no authority for this assump- 
tion, however, and it does not appear 
to be inevitable by any means. 
Finally, the court assumes, without 
deciding, that where there is nothing 
in the case but a simple sale the 
purchaser cannot be convicted of 
conspiring with the seller to make 
the sale, though attention is called 
to the fact that the United States 
Supreme Court in United States v. 
Katz (271 U. S., 354) went no further 
than to say that such an indictment 
would be of doubtful validitv. 

The reason of this rule is said to 
be that where a substantive crime 
is of such nature as to necessarilv 
require the participation of two per- 
sons, i. e., as in a sale of liquor. 
then the participants therein can- 
not be charged as _ conspirators. 
But, as the court says, a further 
dictum of the United States Supreme 
Court in the Katz case is to the ef- 
fect that the embarrassment caused 
by this rule can be avoided if the 
buyer and seller can be charged with 
conspiracy to commit a substantive 
offense having an ingredient, in ad- 
dition to the sale, not requiring the 
agreement of two persons for its 
completion. The court recognizes 


the situation before it as being just 
such a one, and holds that when 
the purchaser of liquor agrees with 
the seller to buy the liquor under 
such circumstances that transporta- 
tion from the seller to the buver 
necessarily follows, or is explicitly 
agreed upon, then the purchaser is 
guilty of conspiring with the seller 
to transport liquor, and hence is 
guilty of felony. 

The far-flung consequences of this 
decision can best be envisaged bv 
noting the court’s answer ‘to the de- 
fendant’s argument that every sale 
of liquor must necessarily contem- 
plate a transportation, and hence 
that the Supreme Court’s dictum pro- 
hibits indictments for conspiracy to 
transport merely from seller to 
buyer. The court says in this con- 
nection: ‘‘There are many ways in 
which such change of possession (as 
is assumed to be necessary to con- 
stitute a sale of liquor) can take 
place without transportation. For 
example, the bootlegger might. with- 
out any previous understanding or 
even knowledge on the part of the 
other party, bring the liquor to the 
customer’s house, sell it to him and 
leave it there. Or there might be a 
sale of liquor. together with the 
premises on which it was _ stored. 
followed .by the seller’s moving out 
and the purchaser’s moving in.’’ It 


is apparent at once that practicallv 
every purchase of liquor, except for 
consumption.on the spot, would be 
outside these extraordinary situa- 
tions. The fact that this particular 
court thought that the punishment 
to be imposed ought to be no greater 
than that for transportation under 
the Volstead act does not, of course, 
bind other judges, who may have

STATES VIEWS TO NORRIS 





Business Organization Presiden 
Attacks Proposal to Curtail 
Federal Court Powers. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—A strong 
opposition to the Shipstead anti-in- 
junction bill is expressed by William 
Butterworth, president of the Cham- 
ber of Comnierce of the United States 
in a letter addressed to Senator 
George W. Norris, chairman of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. The 
Chamber of Commerce objects to the 
bill as a measure that would, in its 
opinion, deprive Federal courts of 
the power to issue injunctions to pre- 
vent continued violations of anti- 
trust statutes by workers. 
Mr. Butterworth stated that the 
Chamber’s members concede the 
right of workers to organize, but up- 
hold the principle that associations 
or combinations of employers or em- 
ployes must be equally subject to 
State authority. He criticized the 
bill on the ground that it would 
grant a special exemption for em- 
ployes and their association. 

“The exemption which is now pro- 
posed,’’ says Mr. Butterworth, ‘‘is in 
effect an addition to the exemption 
which has since 1913 been granted 
by Congress. through a limitation 
Congress has placed upon the annual 
appropriation for enforcement of 
anti-trust legislation. The limitation 
is to the effect that no part of the 
appropriation may be used for pro~ 
ceedings against any organization for 
any agreement, provided the purpose 
of the agreement is to increase 
wages, shorten hours, or better con- 
ditions of labor. 

“This limitation was first brought 
forward .soon after the United 
States Chamber was formed. The 
Chamber’s membership immediately 
and overwhelmingly took a position 
against the principle of such a limita- 
tion intended to operate in favor of 
any class. 


Calis It Unsound Policy. 


‘Although the limitation has re 
appeared each year, the Chamber 
has continued earnestly in opposition 
to the principle which it embodies, 
not so much as contrary to the in- 
terest of business enterprise as in 
the judgment of business men vio- 
lative of sound public policy as to 
equality before the law of all citi- 
zens and all their associations. 

“On the other hand, the organiza- 
tions in the Chamber’s membership 
have united in urging a reconsidera~ 
tion of anti-trust legislation. 

“From the point of view of the 
Chamber, therefore, it may be sub- 
mitted that if the legislative depart~ 
ment of the government is of the 
opinion that any feature of the sub- 
stantive legislation es to interstate 
commerce has effects othcr than 
those which were intended, or effects 
which, while originally intended, are 
now considered to be contrary to the 
public interest, it would seem appro- 
priate to consider amendments to the 
substantive legislaticn. Such a 
course would offer opportunity for 
clear presentation of the issues. . 

“The form of bill which is before 
you does not appear to present the 
issues clearly. Indeed, this’ bill 
would seem to have results which 
are not generally understood. 


Sees Court Decision Violated. 


“For example, it would seem te 
affect the railway labor act of 1926— 
a piece of legislation which we hava 
understood was advocated by very 
important associations of employes 
that are directly concerned, and who 
do not seem to have been heard by, 
you. 

“By way of illustrating apparent 
‘effects of the bill in other directions, 
I might observe that the bill appar- 
ently would permit an association 
of machinists in a city where ma- 
chinists genérally belong to a union 
to prevent a manufacturer of print- 
ing presses situated in another State 
and exercising his. undoubted right 
not to operate a closed union shop 
from selling his printing presses in 
the city, although the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court in 1921 
was that such a manufacturer was 
entitled to have opportunity to place 
his presses in such city. 

“By the use of word’ ‘patrolling,* 
the bill would sanction beet

DR. J. SAILER DIES 


Was a Noted Physician, Devot- 
ing His Life to. the Study 
of the Heart. 


ESTABLISHED MANY CLINICS 


Member of Faculty of Pennsylvania 
University—Received Prize for 
Thesis on Ouabain.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 1.—Dr. Jo- 
seph Sailer, noted physician and 
Professor of Clinical Medicine at the 
University of Pennsylvania, died last 
night at his home here after an ill- 
ness of several weeks from heart 
disease. He was 61 years old. 

Dr. Sailer was instrumental in hav- 
ing heart clinics established in local 
hospitals. Much of his life was de- 
voted to the study of the heart, and 
he was active in the organization of 
the National Heart Association, of 
which he was president in 1926-27. 

Born in this city, the son of John 
and Emily Woodward Sailer, he was 
graduated from the University of 
Pennsylvania in 1886 and from the 
university’s medical school in 1891. 
He was abroad from 1893 to 1895, 
taking post-graduate medical studies 
in Paris, Zurich and Vienna. 

Upon his return to Philadelphia 
Dr. 
but in 1899 became a demonstrator 
in pathology at the University of 
Pennsylvania, later becoming head 
of the department. From 1902 to 
1909 he was Professor of Diseases of 
the Stomach and Intestines at the 
Polyclinic Hospital. 

During the World War Dr. Sailer 
served in the Army Medical Corps 
with the rank of Major and was 
made chief of the Medical Service at 
Camp Wheeler, later going to France 
and being promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant Colonel. 

Dr. Sailer contributed many theses 
on diseases of the heart to medical 

ournals. One of these, on ‘‘OQua- 
ain,’? won for him the Medical 
News prize. Ouabain, a substance 
obtained from a variety of tropical 
trees, is used by savages as a poison 
for arrow tips and by modern medi- 
cine as a powerful local anesthetic 
and heart stimulant. 

He was a director of the Philadel- 
phia Society for Or, izing Charity, 
manager of the Babies’ Hospital, a 
member of the American edical 
Society, the Society for Advance- 
ment of Clinical Research, American 
Gastroenterological Association, Uni- 
versity Club, Philadelphia Country 
Club and a group of local medical 
societies.

The board’s rapid transit construc- 
tion contract awards in 1928, includ- 
ing those applying to the existing 
privately-operated lines, reached a 
grand total of $80,733,714. 

The board’s program for this year 
calls for construction contracts for 
the entire length of the Queens lines 
to Hillside Avenue, Jamaica, and 
also the extension of the Astoria line 
of the privately-operated companies. 
In Brooklyn only two short elevated 
sections of the Jay-Smith Street- 
Culver Line remain to be contracted 
for to put the city’s new system un- 
der construction from the upper 
Bronx to Coney Island.

“On Feb. 5 the board will receive 
bids for construction of part of the

CHICAGO, Jan. 1.—The new year 
opened for Chicagoans with the pros- 
pect that it will witness the greatest 
graft investigation in the history of 
the city and a vigorous drive against 
crime, with the possible cooperation 
of the United States Government. 
Judging from disclosures in a peti- 
tion for a special grand jury with un- 
limited scope, filed yesterday’ by 
State’s Attorney Swanson, the in- 
quiry promises to extend into the 
City Hall and the Police Department, 
delve into the affairs of the Sanitary 
District, take up charges of alleged 
aft in the Board of Education and 
nquire into the protection of vice, 
gambling and liquor traffic: 
Judge Swanson sets forth in the 
——- that the so-called alliance 
etween criminals and unscrupulous 
politicians is still active, and that 
“‘vast sums of money have been: mis- 
appropriated, embezzled and unlaw- 
fully taken.’’ 
eorge.E. Q. Johnson, United 
States District Attorney, has agreed 
to throw his support behind State’s 
Attorney Swanson’s drive. With the 
aid of the Federal Grand Jury he 
will strike where Judge Swanson, 
because of statutory restrictions, 
cannot reach. 


Deneen Seeks Two Experts. 


Senator Deneen, who made quite 
a record during his eight years as 
State’s Attorney of Cook County, is 
said to be director general of the 
clean-up movement. He put forth 
Judge Swanson as representative of 
the revolt of the citizens against the 
alliance of politics and crime, and 
brought about the appointment of 
Mr. Johnson. 

Senator Deneen is reported to be 
trying at Washington to enlist the 
aid of Oscar R. Luhring, first assis- 
tant to Attorney General Sargent, 
and Oliver Pagen, the government 


technical expert in drawing up in- 
dictments and gathering conspiracy 


evidence. 

Frank J. Loesch, First Assistant 
State’s Attorney and Lge fighter 
for law and order, is expected to 
handle the inquiry if Chief Justice 
John J. Sullivan, before whom the

wanson’s plea on Thursday morn- 


ing. 

The investigation is expected to 
reach further than the Police De- 
partment in view of the language 
of the petition, which charges “a 
connivance between the law enforce- 
ment departments of the community 
and organized crime.’’ The State’s 
Attorney’s office under the old ré- 
gime and even the former Coroner’s 
staff could come under the heading 
of “law enforcement departments.”’ 


Citizens’ Body Urged Action, 

The petition, which comes as a cli- 
max to the demand of the Citizens’ 
Association for an investigation of 
the drainage board’s affairs, states 
that a special grand jury is ‘‘neces- 
sary to the end that numerous and 
flagrant violations of the law may be 
stopped and those guilty thereof

FRICTION OF OLD STANDING 


Said to Concern Administration of 
Routine Affairs, With No 
“High Church” Issue. 


The resignation of the. very Rev. 
Howard Chandler Robbins, dean of 
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine, 
which was submitted to the trustees 
last Thursday, will be accepted at a 
special meeting of the board on Tues- 
day unless the unexpected happens, 
it was learned yesterday from per- 
sons in touch with the situation. 
Although Dean Robbins dectiet 
enlarge upon’ the par 
letter’ of resignation which ve. as 
is reason for seeking immediate re- 
tirement ‘‘a fundamental difference 
of opinion between bishop and dean 
with respect to the rights of the lat- 
ter,’”’ it was learned t the refer- 
ence was to friction over administra- 
tive functions connected with routine 
affairs of the cathedral. d 

Members of the Board of Trustees, 
both lay and clerical, declined to:dis- 
cuss Dean Robbins’s resignation yes- 
terday on the ground: that it would 
be improper to talk about a matter 
upon which they must act’ on:Tues- 
day. It was learned, however, on re- 
liable authority that Dean Robbins 
has definitely resolved to surrender. 
his office and that the trustees, in 
the absence of unusual developments, 
are disposed to accede to his desire 
to’ devote his time to literary work 
and preaching. 


“‘High Church”? Not an Issue. 


Several of the trustees, although 
unwilling to discuss what may have 
been the ground for differences be- 
tween Dean Robbins and Bishop 
William ‘'T. Manning, and unwilling 
in any case to be quoted, were em- 
phatic in declaring that certain fac- 
tors did not enter into the situation 
at all. Among them they listed the 
“high church’? and “low church’’ 


issue, the cathedral building pro- 
gram and the matter of possible 
personal antagonism. 

‘The line of demarcation’ between 
the authority of a Bishop and that 
of a Dean where both are in the 
same diocese and connected with the 
same cathedral has always been 
somewhat -shadowy,’’ .one_ trustee 
said. ‘‘This has. been particularly 
true of the Episcopal Church in Eng- 
land and is in general equally true in 
this country.. Naturally, such a situ- 
ation makes it ossible for differences 
of opinion to arise over purely rou- 
tine matters connected with cathe- 
dral administration.’’ ; 

It was learned, however, that Dean 
Robbins believes that in certain mat- 
ters of administration the line of 
demarcation is rather sharply drawn, 
although in others it is somewhat 
vague. 

Bishop ee a who is confined 
to his home by illness, had no com- 
ment to make yesterday. It is hoped 
that he will be able to attend the 
meeting of the trusetees on Tuesday. 
Members of the board who attended 
the a Thursday were told 
by Bishop ae that in view of 
Dean Robbins’s desire, expressed 
as long ago as a twelvemonth, to re- 
tire and devote his energies to writ 
ing, preaching and personal minis- 
tration, his resignation should be ac- 
cepted at.once.. Action was deferred 
until Tuesday because of a desire on 
the part of the trustees to hear what 
Dean Robbins had to say about the 
differences between himself and 
Bishoy Manning. 


Recent Specific Conflict Doubted. 


There have been minor differences 
of opinion between Bishop Manning 
and Dean Robbins on administrative 


matters over a period of years, it 
was learned yesterday, but trustees 
who were questioned about the mat- 
ter expressed the opinion that Dean 
Robbins’s unexpected decision to re- 
tire at once instead of waiting until 
the cathedral nave had been compiet- 
ed, as was his original intention, was 
not inspired by any recent conflict 
over some specific administrative 
matter. 

Dean Robbins assumed his office 
in 1917, being nominated by the late 
Bishop David H. Greer. Persons in- 
terested in the cathedral’s affairs 
pointed out yesterday that it was 
usual for a new Bishop to bring into 
office with him a new dean. Dean 
Robbins, however, retained his post 
when Bishop Manning became head 
of the New York Diocese. 

Members of the board of trustees 
were unanimous yesterday in paying 
tribute to Dean Robbins’s ability as 
a scholar and preacher. It was 
learned, however, that his most 
ardent admirers upon the board were 
fully appreciative of the heavy re- 
sponsibility laid upon the shoulders 
of Bishop Manning in carrying on 
the affairs of the diocese, and espe- 
cially in bringing to-a successful 
conclusion the vast cathedral build- 
ing project, and félt that the Bishop's’ 
hands must be upheld in any contro- 
versy, in the absence of extraordi- 
nary factors warranting a different 
course.

BOARD TO CONSIDER 
DOMINIONS’ STATUS 


Committee Representing All 
Parts of British Empire . Will 
Study Remaining Anomalies. 


THREE BASIC QUESTIONS 


One Is Modification or Repeal of 
Law Permitting London Parlia- 
ment to Override Others. 


- LONDON, Jan. 1 (Canadian Press). 
—The remaining anomalies of Dom- 
inion status are to be considered by 
an expert committee, representative 
of Great Britain and all the Domin- 
ions. 

The date for the meeting of the 
committee has not yet been set. It 
will be affected largely by the polit- 
ical situation here, but preliminary 
steps with a view to the committee’s 
formation are understood to be under 
way. The idea is that the commit- 


tee, which will consist of recognized 
authorities, will explore the situation 
thoroughly, makin 
tions for the next 
ence in 1930. 

The questions to come before the 
committee are regarded as of the 
highest importance in the relation- 
ship between Great Britain and the 
Dominions. It will inquire and make 
recommendations concerning: 

1. The existing statutory provisions 
requiring the reservation of Domin- 
fon legislation for the assent of the 
King or authorizing disallowance of 
such legislation. 

2. The present position as to the 
competence of the Dominion Parlia- 
ments to give their legislation extra- 
territorial operation. Also the prac- 
ticability of giving effect to the prin- 
ciple that each Dominion Parlia- 
ment should have the power to pass 
‘extraterritorial legislation. 

$. The extent to which the Colo- 
nial Laws Validity act of 1865 ought 
to be repealed or modified in the 
light of existing relations between 
the various members of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations as de- 
scribed in the report of the last Im- 
perial Conference. 

The imperial conference of 1926, 
beyond making a general statement 

rinciple underlying the opera- 
tion of dominion legislation, decided 
that expert guidance would be neces- 
sary as a preliminary to further con- 
sideration by the governments of the 
British Commonwealth. is this 
expert guidance which is to be 
eer oy through the proposed com- 
mittee. 


mperial Confer- 


In accordance with the recommen- 
dation of the last imperial confer- 
ence, it is also likely that a subcom- 
mittee will be formed to consider 
merchant. shipping legislation. 

The points which the expert com- 
mittee will consider have been much 
in evidence in parliamentary discus- 
sion ypiny ge the empire on the 
report of the last Imperial Confer- 
ence. Critics of the report argued 
that the dominions were not equal in 
status with Great Britain so long, 
for instance, as, under the Colonial 
Laws Validity act, a statute passed 
by a dominion parliament could. be 
over-ridden by a statute passed at 
Westminster, if conflicting there- 
with. An instance in int was a 
criminal appeal taken from Canada 
to the Privy. Council, despite Cana- 
dian legislation to the contrary. The 
Imperial Conference considered the 
situation’ at length. The ger germ 
was made that uniformity of legisla- 
tion could best be obtained as be- 
tween Great Britain and the domin- 
ions, by the enactment of reciprocal 
statutes based upon consultation and 
agreement. The conference, how- 
ever, decided that the question as a 
whole had :better- be considered, 
first, by a committee of experts. 

In view of the coming election here 
and the necessity of giving the dis- 
tant dominions time to prepare their 
cases‘and send their representatives, 
the committee is unlikely to begin 
work before Fall. :

FOR SAFER PLANE 


H. F. Guggenheim Announces 
That British and Italian Com- 
panies Are Represented. 


$100,000 IS THE FIRST PRIZE 


Head of Fund Says Interest in Com- 
petition Will Aid in Bringing 
Important Improvements. 


Harry F. Guggenheim, president of 
the Daniel Guggenheim Fund for 
the Promotion of Aeronautics, an- 
nounced yesterday that twelve air- 
plane manufacturers, representing 
the United States, Great Britain and 
Italy, have entered the Guggenheim 


Safe Airplane Competition. Entries 
close Oct. 31, 1929. The first prize 
will be $100,000, and there will be 
five ‘‘safety’’ prizes of $10,000 each. 

The Guggenheim fund since its es- 
tablishment in 1926 has emphasized 
the factor of safety in aeronautics 
and the safety competition is but 
one of a n er of programs sup- 
ported by the fund to promote safe 


ng. 

“The interest in the competition 
both here and abroad promises that 
the results will be of great impor- 
tance in developing an aerodynami- 
cally safe plane which will compare 
favorably with the motor car in 
ease and safety of operation,’’ Mr. 
Guggenheim said yesterday. ‘‘The 
fund has so far reserved hig ged 
from one manufacturer in Italy, five 
in England and six in the United 
States. We believe that the planes 
submitted may point the way to the 
final solution of the few remaining 
problems in flight, so as to achieve 
an aircraft which will be safe even 
in inexpert hands; at the same time 
this aircraft will be efficient in a 
practical and commercial sense.’’ 

Airplanes to be safe, the trustees 
of the Guggenheim Fund feel, must 
land more slowly, roll but a short 
distance after landing, be able to 

lide in safety over obstacles around 
t arr s field, take off quickly and 
remain in control in the stall and 
in all other flight exigencies and be 
‘inherently stable when, owing to 
weather conditions, the pilot cannot 
himself maintain an even keel. 

Of the six American companies 
who have entered the competition 
the oldest is the Curtiss Aeroplane 
and Motor Corporation. Engineers 
have been working: for months on 
the Curtiss entry and at the labora- 
tories at Garden City the greatest 
secrecy is being maintained over the

The contraction of more than $300,-

has helped materially in correcting 
the speculative situation that has de-

Financing during-1928 for the ac- 
count of the public utility industry 
again led all other’ groups.

Her Commercial Attache Says 
National Wealth Has Gained 
$8,000,000,000 in Decade. 


AIM IS TO ELIMINATE COAL 


Importations of Fuel Last Year 


Almost the Same in Volume 
_as‘in 1913. 


Italy’s water power has added 


tional -wealth in the last ten -years, 
and today is saving more than 7,500,- 
000 tons of coal annually, according 
to Romolo Angelone, Italian Com- 
mercial Attaché. With potential 
water power sources greater than 
those of California, he says, Premier 
Mussolini’s: ambition to make his 
country practically free of coal im- 
portation is’ in process of realiza- 
tion. Today, 80 per cent of Italy’s 
electric power is obtained from 
hydroeléctric sources, only 20 per 
cent being generated by steam.- In 
the United States the relationship is 
about one-third ‘water power and 
two-thirds steam, 

“Including a substantial contribu- 
tion of American capital,’ says Sig- 
nor Angelone, ‘‘the otal amount in- 
vested’ in the hydroelectric industry 
of Italy is estimated to amount, as 
of the end of 1928, to 11,000,000 fire, 
which may be compared with 4,500,- 
000,000 lire at the end of 1924 and 
less than 3,600,000,000.‘lire in 1918. 
In the last year Italy increased her 
power output 20.per..cent above the 
figure for 1927. The increase in the 
United States was about 11 per cent. 
Italy’s total for the year was slightiy 
more than 8,000,000,000 kilowatt 
hours against about  88,000,000,000 
for this country, the ratio being one 
to eleven. 

“Plans for 1929 contemplate more 
ambitious undertakings than ever be- 
fore. A-number‘ of: new hydroelec- 
tric stations are to be placed in op- 
eration, the first of which will be 
the Adige-Garda Ente at Ponale. 
Engineers found that to guide the 
waters of Lake Ledro, the sources of 
water for the new station, at an alti- 
tude of 2,150 feet, to Lake Garda, 
site of the powerhouse 215 feet 
above sea level, it would be neces- 
sary to blast a tunnel three and one- 
half miles through solid rock. With 
due ceremonies Gabrielle D’Annunzio

efore it began, a gesture which had 
great value with the workmen.

States. 

“The Fascist policy of development 
of waterpower sites wheréver pos- 
sible has resulted in holding down 
Italy’s coal imports to their 1 foi AS 
ure. In the year just taly 
imported about 11,000, coi of 
coal, the figure for 1913 bein ng almost 
the same. When her orthern 
water-sites are fully developed they 
are expected to generate five times 
as much power as Niagara Falls.”’

N Jan. 10, 1928, the writer was 
QO appointed secretary of the 

Smithsonian Institution, mak- 
ing the fifth in the eighty-two years 
of its history. Previous incumbents 
were Joseph Henry, 1846 to 1878; 
Spencer F. Baird, 1878 to 1887; Sam- 
uel P. Langley, 1887 to 1906, and 
Charles D. Walcott, 1907 to 1927. 

Dr. J. W. Fewkes, noted student 
of the Indians, retired on account of 
age from the posftion of chief of the 
bureau of American ethnology and 
was succeeded by Dr. Matthew W. 
Stirling, whose recent interesting ex- 
pedition among the pygmies of the 
interior of ew Guinea is well 
known.

HE following concerning lynch- 

ings for the past year as com- 
‘piled by Tuskegee Institute: In 

the Department of Records and Re- 
search, I find there were 9 persons 
lynched in 1928. This is 7 less than 
the number 16 for 1927, 21 less than 
the number 30 for 1926, 8 less than 
the number 17 for 1925 and 7 less 
than the number 16 for 1924. Six of 
the persons lynched were taken from 


the hands of the law, 1 from 1 and 
5 from officers of the law outside of 


jails. 

There were 24 instances in which 
officers of the law prevented beatae 
ings, 3 of these were in Northern 
States and 21 in Southern States. In 
23 of the cases the prisoners were 
removed or the guards augmented, 
or other precautions taken. In one 
other instance, armed force was used 
to repel the would-be chers.

The outstanding event of the year 
was the assem ia January ‘of 
the Sixth International Conference 
of American States at Havana. This 
conference, composed -of plenipoten- 
tiaries of the twenty-one republics 
of America, signed conventions aad 
adopted resolutions of much inipor-’ 
tance in furthering the movement for 
Pan-Amertean cooperation. One of 
the most important of the conven- 
tions signed was that relating to the 
Pan American Union. Heretofore, 
the union has been organized and 
has been functioning under resotu- 


by |tions adopted by suczessive pan- 


American conferences. ‘The Havana 
conference took an important step 
forward in placing the union on a 
conventional basis. : 

Another convention of much im- 
portance adopted by the conference 
provided for the adoption of a code 
of private international lav. Other 
conventions relate’ to’ commercie! 
aviation, the status of aliens, diplo- 
matic officers; consular agents, 
maritime neutrality, the right of asy- 
lum, the rights and duties of States 
in the event of civil strife, and the 
protection of literary property. 

In addition to these conventions, the 
conference adopted a large number 
of resolutions, all tending to promote 
closer relations between the nations 
of this continent. - 

The visit of President Coolidge to 
Havana at the time of the opening 
of the conference and his address to. 
the assembled delegates was one.of 
the outstanding Pan-American events 
of the year. The President’s mes- 
Sage of international good-will not 
only made a deep impression on the 
delegates. attending the conference, 
but-has had a far-reaching influence 
on public opinion throughout the 
continent. ; 

Next in importance to the Havana 
conference was the International 
Conference -of American States on 
Conciliation and Arbitration, which 
assembled at the Pan American 
Union on Monday, Dec. 10. The Ha- 
vana conference, because of the 
pressure of other subjects, was -un- 
able to give adequate attention to 
the important question of concilia- 
tion and arbitration. It was decided, 
therefore; to provide for the assem- 
bling of a special conference to meet 
at Washington within.a period of a 
year after the adjournment of the 

avana conference. 


Soon after the assembling of the 
conference on Dec. 10 an acute situ- 
ation arose, growing out of the long- 
standing boundary dispute between 
Paraguay and Bolivia. War seemed 
imminent. In fact, the first “cleshes 
had already taken place. At this 
critical juncture the conference ad- 
dressed a communication to the gov- 
ernments of both countries, express- 
ing the hope that their differences 
would be settled pacifically and in a 
spirit of justice, concord and frater- 
nity. . At the- same time the confer- 
ence appointed a special committee 
charged with the duty ‘of. advising 
the conference with respect to the 
conciliatory action that might be 
taken looking to.a settlement of the 
dispute. At the instance of this com- 
mittee the conference proffered its 
good offices to the interested. parties 
for the purpose of promoting suit- 
able conciliatory:-measures. This of- 
fer was accepted by both Bolivia and 
Paraguay. .

Among:-these are 
a series of special or fockinien’ con- 
ferences, of which the Conference,on 
Conciliation and Arbitration .is- one. 
Others, on which preliminary work 
has already been started and which 
will convene Bring the coming year, 
include the Pan-American Confer- 
ence on Trade-Marks, to meet. at 
Washington in February; the second 
Pan-American Congress of : High- 
ways, to assemble at Rio de Janeiro 
from June 19 to July S, and the 
Pan-American Commission on Cus- 
toms Procedure, which will be held 
at Washington probably in October 
or November. The Pan: American 
Union has also undertaken a series 
of special ,inyestigations on ques- 
tions of ah economic, social and 
educational. nature, and has estab- 
lished a new division of agricultura: 
information with the. view to carry- 
ing out the recommendations of the 
conference at Havana. 

The year 1928 also witnessed the 
inauguration of a plan to erect a 
maqnumental lighthouse on the coast 
of the Dominican Republic to the 
memory’ of Christopher Columbus. 
This undertaking which had been en- 
dorsed by the Fifth and Sixth Inter- 
national Conferences of American 
States, has been entrusted to a per- 
manent committee of the governing 
board: of the Pan American Union. 
At the present time a--world-wide 
architectural competition is being 
held for the purpose of selecting a 
suitable design for the lighthouse.

TUTTLE REPLIES TO BRADY. 


Declares He Cannot Enforce State

United States Attorney Tuttle, in a 
statement issued yesterday, replied to 
criticism. directed against him for 
not enforcing the law against ticket 
speculators by denying jurisdiction 
and placing the responsibility at ‘the 
door of the theatre managers. 

“William A: Brady, theatrical pro- 
ducer, is quoted in today’s press as 
saying that I am not enforcing the 
State. law regulating ticket specu- 
lators, which I had passed at the 
last session of the State Legislature.’ 
said Mr. Tuttle. ‘‘Mr. Brady ought to 
know that I have no jurisdiction 
whatever to enforce that law. be- 
cause it is a State, and not a Federal. 
law. Enforcement is a matter for 
the State Secretary of State, the 
County District Attorneys and the 
police, and, no doubt, these officials 
will act whenever the theatrical 
managers manifest a sufficiently real 
desire to check ticket gouging bv 
submitting the evidence. 

“The managers know the agencies 
who are doing the gouging: and. 
indeed, they have a record of it. be- 
cause existing law requires each 
ticket agency 2 write its name and 
resale price on the back of the por- 
tion of the ticket taken up by the 
managemient.’’

PRISONERS AT SING SING 
GET NEW HOME SOON 


$00 Wil Be Moved When Kitchen 
- in $5,000,000. Structere-Is-: 
‘Ready to Serve Them.

OSSINING, N, Y:., Jan. 1.—With 
the beginning of his tenth year as 
warden of Sing Sing Prison, Mr. 
Lawes announced today that within 
the next: few weeks the 900 inmates 
of the prison: would be transferred to 
the new $5,000,000 prison adjoining 
the old one built 103.years ago. 

Precautions that must be taken 
during the transfer to guard against 
escape or mutiny have not.yet been 
worked out, ‘according to Principal 
Keeper Sheehy. As s60n as the kitch- 
en in the new mess hall is completed 
the shift willbe made. The new 
prison. has. been under construction 
since 1920, The new building has ac- 
commodations .for 1,780 inmates, 
with many ‘outside -rooms ‘giving a 
clear view of ‘the Hudson River val- 
ley north and south. ‘Only ‘trusties 
will be allowed .to occupy outside 
sells because’ of’ the temptation to 
escape by cutting bars. 
. Among the new facilities are a com- 
bination new ‘hospital, psychiatric 
and clinic bpilding, another new 
building.combining a chapel and as- 
sembly hall, a new aduministration 
building, a modern bakery, kitchen 
and mess hall. Connecting cor- 
ridors permit passage through . the 
buildings without go6ing outdoors. 
The only parts of the old prison to 
remain in service are the death 
house recently: built, storerooms and 
other branches of ‘the prison 'neces- 
sary to its operation. New 8 and 
sewers and an: aqueduct tem have 
been built and the grounds have new 
sidewalks and gardens. 
Warden Lawes in reviewing. his 
work at the prison said the most 
astonishing thing he had learned was 
that it could be operated without 
political Giterteranas.

| ON RAIL-SEA RATES 


' Merchant and Shipping Groups 
Appeal to Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


OPPOSE CONTROL BY ROADS 


See Regulated Atlantic Coast Lines 
Placed at the Mercy of 


Independents. 


The Merchants’ Association of 
New York and the Shippers’ Con- 
ference of Greater New York will 
ask the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to modify three of its find- 
ings in the Southwestern rate case. 
They seek to have restored to 
ocean lines the rate-making control 
of combined..rail-ocean-rail rates, 
which the commission has placed in 
the hands of the railroad lines, it 
is charged, threatening coastal ship- 
ping and the affairs of Hastern 
manufacturers and business men. 

In a brief to be filed with the com- 
mission today it is charged that 
regulated steamship lines. plying be- 
tween the Southwest and New York 
and other North Atlantic ports can- 
not continue to prosper unless the 
commission’s orders are modified. It 
is contended that the rates from 
North Atlantic ports and Atlantic 
seaboard territory to Gulf ports and 
the Southwest have been tied up so 
that no change can be made with- 
out the consent of the all-rail lines, 


regardless of. origin or destination of 
the freight. 


See Ocean Carriers Helpless. 


Eastern merchants will be deprived 
of their business in the Southwest 
and the whole competitive. relation- 
ship between North Atlantic sea- 
board territory and the Central West 
will be disrupted, the brief declares, 
adding relative to the commission’s 
decision: 

“It has so tied up the ocean 
rail rates with the all-rail rates from’ 
all of the territory involved in this 
case as to make it impossible to 
change a rail-ocean-rail rate without 
disturbing the whole rate structure 
so as to preserve a fixed relation- 
ship that is wholly unwarranted by 
the evidence or by any situation 
claimed to exist. If the commission 
did not intend this to be the situa- 
tion, the rail carriers have so con- 
strued its order, and with the rate 
control in the hands of the rail car- 
srg the ocean carriers are help- 
ess.’”’ 

The regulated steamship lines will 
be tied up on one hand by the rail- 
roads controlling the rates agd ‘‘as- 
sailed on the other by independent 
steamship lines that have already 
made serious inroads into their busi- 
ness and are preparing to make their 
competition more effective,’ the 
brief declares. 

It points out further that competi- 
“ion has alwa § existed between the 
water and rail freight carriers and 
‘hat ‘‘obviously water transportation 
annot be fostered if control of rates, 
which means, as everybody knows, 
zontrol of the business of the water 
sarriers, is placed in the hands of 
the railroads.” It holds that ocean 
liners serving the North Atlantic 
ports cannot hope to obtain a share 
of traffic in competition with unreg- 
‘lated lines ‘“‘if they are hamstrung 
by the red tape method of changing 
rates through conferences among 
different road rate committees.’’ 


Finds Rise Unjustified. 

The proposal to apply a railroad 
mileage ‘scale to ocean rates, the 
brief says, disregards competition of 
lines not subject to the commission’s 
jurisdiction andthe resultant in- 
crease in port to port rates, adding: 


“The increase in rates vhs 
by the commission from North At- 
lantic to Gulf ports is without any 
justification except possibly that to 


|; conform with a mileage scale laid

, the commission should eiminate from 


its findings any necessity for in-

“Unregulated steamship lines are 
| making “rates lower. than. those car- 
ried by the regulated lines for the 
purpose of securing the business. If 
the substantially increased rates pre- 
scribed by the commission from 
North Atlantic to Gulf ports are re- 
quired to be maintained by the regu- 
lated lines under the penalty of sub- 
stantially decreasing rates to inte- 
rior Texas points, if the port rates 
are not maintained, it can have no 
other effect than to ‘deprive the regu- 
lated lines of a substantial part, if 
not all, of their port-to-port traffic.’’ 


O’CONNOR ‘QUIBBLES,’ 
SAYS CUNARD OFFICIAL 


Sir T. Ashley Sparks Asserts Head 
of Shipping Board Admits the 
Roosevelt Is a ‘Fighting Ship. 


Sir . Ashley Sparks, inagli 
director of the Conard ‘Steamship 
Line in the United’ States, said yes- 
terday that«he,had not received the 
reply of Chairman T. V. O’Connor of 
the Shipping Board to the charge of 
the Cunard Line that the steamship 
President Roosevelt was to. be en- 
tered in the New York-Havana run 
as a “fighting ship’’ in violation of 
the law. - 

“But I saw his letter in the press 
and consider it just quibbling,’’ he 
added. ‘He did not advance the 
matter any further. He was quite 
right, I used the term ‘fighting ship,’ 
but regardless of who used the term 
the ship fits the description of such 
a ship # set down in the law, and it 
is a fighting ship just as the law 
was farmed to determine what such 
@ ship is. 

‘The. question that existed before 
there was any correspondence and 
which exists now and which, after 
all, is the only important question is: 
‘Is Cuba to have a free service or is 
it not?’ Mr. O’Connor, while get- 
ting around the subject, really ad- 
mits that the President oosevelt is 
to be a ‘fighting ship.’ I will read 
the letter when I reach my office 
today and don’t know whether it 
warrants a reply other — formal 
notice of its receipt. don’t see 
where there is an lag to reply to.” 

tman O’Connor, stscript 
to his letter, asked Sir Ashley why 
he signed the letter which termed the 
Roosevelt a Co ship,’’ whereas 
it was given out as having been a 
ten tae assistant, Robert H. Blak 
Sir hley ° laced this detail with 
the rest of the letter as having no 
bearing on the freedom of ships in 
the Havana trade. 

“T don’t see what it matters who 
wrote the letter,’’ he said.

PEKING, Jan 1.—The astonishing 
economic vitality of China was 
again revealed age 4 in the customs 
statistics, which showed that the 
revenue last year totaled “82,000,000 
taels, or about $60,000,000. This 000 
resented an increase of 13,000 
ay over the year before. 

— portion of this increase is 
aus to the addition of a 2% per cent 
customs surtax, but the figures show 
that trade increased as soon as civil 
war ended. Despite. poverty, famine 
and the breakdown of transportation, 
all foreign and domestic loans were 
secured on the customs and the sur- 
plus paid the interest in -full and 
allowed full Brad ond to the sinking 
fund on the foreign-secured loans. 
Shanghai, Hankow and _.Dairen 
made major gains in the order given. 
Only Harbin and Amoy reported 
small decreases in revenue as com- 
pared with 1927. 








They Swim at Six Years of. Age. 


Children learn to swim ce in 
the now not-so-wide-open spaces of 
the Northwest, it is reported in a 
recent issue of Association Men, of- 
ficial organ of the Y. M. C. A. in 
this country. In Olympia, Wash., the 
association has been stimulating the 
learning by holding classes for boys 
from 6 to 10 who are taught the 
finer points of natation as their 
parents watch.
